Mr. Brittingham married Miss Makemson Aug. 1, 1833, Aaron Lewman, 
justice of the peace, performing the ceremony at the residence of her 
parents in Middlefork township. His wife was a Kentuckian, being born 
and raised in Cynthiana, and moved with her parents from Kentucky to 
Vermilion County, Ill., only a few weeks before her marriage.

age, when he purchased what was then known as the old Cooper homestead, 
seven miles south of Danville, on the Georgetown road, where he lived 
until his death in 18--. He owned between four and five hundred acres 
of splendid land, and was one of the largest farmers and stock raisers 
in the county. He made many trips to Chicago.in the early days when 
the vast territory between here and that place was almost a wilderness, 
Indians forming its chief inhabitants, hauling overland in wagons wheat 
which he sold..all the way from forty-four to sixty-four cents per 
bushel. That was in “the good old times" which so many people of today 
so fondly wish for: eh : 


On the 2lst day of September, 1843, he was united in marriage to 
Miss Sarah Ann Ashley, by John Newlin justice of ‘the peace. she was 
‘born :in Bourbon county, Kentucky, and came to Vermilion county with 
her parents in 1829, about one year after he came to the county. Six 
children were born to them, two of whom are dead. The living are; 
James L. who lives on a farm 8 miles from Danville and is married; 
Henry C. lives at the old homestead, and married Miss Ella Hines, 
daughter of John Hines, deceased, and a well and favorably known eiar 
zen of the county; Isabel lives west of Catlin on a farm with her hus- 
band, George Oakwood, son of H. J. Oakwood; Orville D. resides on the 
late homestead (Cooper farm).

Among the many well-known pioneer settlers of Vermilion county was Orville 
S. Graves, who came with his parents, James and Margaret Graves, from old 
Kentucky state, in 1828, settling on a farm eight miles south of Danville, where 
he lived until he was thirty years of age, when he purchased what was then 
known as the old Cooper homestead, seven miles south of Danville, on the 
Georgetown road, where he lived until his death in 18--. He owned between 
four and five hundred acres of splendid land, and was one of the largest farm- 
ers and stock raisers in the county. He made many trips to Chicago in the 
early days when the vast territory between here and that place was almost a 
wilderness, Indians forming its chief inhabitants, hauling overland in wagons 
wheat which he sold all the way from forty-four to sixty-four cents per bushel. 
That was in ''the good old times'' which so many people of today so fondly wish 
for. 

On the 21st day of September, 1843, he was united in marriage to Miss Sarah 
Ann Ashley, by John Newlin justice of the peace. She was born in Bourbon 
county, Kentucky, and came to Vermilion county with her parents in 1829, about 
one year after he came to the county. Six children were born to them, two of 
whom are dead. The living are: James L., who lives on a farm 8 miles from 
Danville, and is married; Henry C. Hives at the old homestead, and married 
Miss @la Hines, daughter of John Hines, deceased, and a well and favorably 
known citizen of the county; Isabel lives west of Catlin, on a farm with her 
husband, George Oakwood, son of H. J. Oakwood; Orville D. resides on the 
late homestead (Cooper farm). He married a Miss Custer, daughter of Edward 
Custer of South Danville. J 

About fifteen years ago Mr. Graves became partly paralized and from that 
time until his death he was feeble in health and suffered a great deal. He gave 
to each of his children a good farm and in many other ways was a kind and 
generous parent. His life was a successful one, and no person in the county stood 
higher in the estimation of neighbors and friends than Orville S. Graves. His 
widow still survives him and is living at the homestead with her son, Orville D.

It is likely that Leonard Graves was descended from Capt. Thomas Graves of VA (gen. 169), possibly 
by way of John Graves and Susannah Dicken.

James H. Graves (8) was born 25 Jan. 1790 in Mercer Co., Ky., and died 11 July 1857 in Georgetown, 
Vermilion Co., Ill. It is not proven that he was a son of Leonard Graves; the present evidence is 
circumstantial. The names of some of his children were the same as those of Leonard; for example, 
Greenville, Scott, Levi/Levy/Levin were all in both families and are not common names. Two of the 
children of James had L. (possibly Leonard) as their middle initial, and the oldest son of Orville Scott 
Graves (one of James' sons) was named James Leonard Graves. James supposedly moved to Clark Co., 
Ky. with his parents when he was a small boy. (Does this conflict with Leonard leaving a will in Mercer 
Co.? It would be interesting to see where Leonard was living when the 1810 census was taken.) 


James Graves married Margaret Blackburn, daughter of Joseph Blackburn, on 15 (or 16) June 1814 in 
Winchester, Clark Co., Ky. She was born 15 Oct. 1795 in Clark Co., Ky., and died 28 May 1887 in 
Georgetown, Ill. They were both buried in McKendree, Vermilion Co., Ill. James was a cabinet maker. 
He and his family moved to Illinois in Sept. 1828. According to Portrait and Biographical Album of 
Vermilion and Edgar Counties, Illinois, Chapman Brothers, Chicago, 1889, the father of James Graves 
was a native of Scotland, and crossed the Atlantic in time to assist in the early settlement of Mercer Co., 
Ky. (it is also possible that this statement of Scottish origin referred to the father of Margaret Blackburn, 
since errors of that sort often occur in historical sketches of this sort.) He was married and reared a 
family, and his son James fought in the War of 1812 under General Harrison on the River Thames in 
Canada, becoming a personal friend of the hero of Tippecanoe. 


“First Census" of Kentucky, 1790, compiled by C. B. Heinemann, lists only William Graves in Mercer 
Co., as of 18 April 1789. "Second Census" of Kentucky, 1800, by G. Glenn Clift, lists only Leonard 
Graves in Mercer Co. in 1800. It is possible that William was related to James, and had either died or 
moved by 1800. (R-5, R-8)

William Logan Graves (48), called Logan, was born 15 July 1829 in Somerset, Pulaski Co., Ky., died 9 
Dec. 1897 in Oklahoma Territory, and was buried in Moore Cem., Cleveland Co., Okla. He married 
Catherine Clonch (or Claunch) on 24 March 1851 (according to Pulaski Co. Historical Soc., Pulaski 
County Marriage Records, vol. 2, 1851-1863, p. 45), or 25 March 1851 by Elder Daniel Buckner 
(according to the family Bible). She was born 1 July 1829, died 17 July 1903 in Comanche, Indian Terr., 
and was probably buried in Moore Cem., Moore, Okla. She was a daughter of Christopher Clonch (23 
Jan. 1782 - 9 June 1857) and "Polly" Hardister (?) (18 Aug. 1790 - 27 July 1872), since their birth and 
death dates were included in the family Bible, and she was mentioned as his daughter in Christopher's 
will (book 5, p. 128, 1857, Pulaski Co., Ky.). Christopher G. Clonch (21 Oct. 1816 - 24 April 1839), also 
included in the Bible, may have been her brother. 


William farmed in Pulaski Co., Ky., and owned a large area of land. Tobacco was the main crop. He 
owned slaves before the Civil War. Catherine was given a negro slave as a wedding gift. The negro 
wanted to continue living with them after the Civil War and did not want her freedom. The Graves 
family kept her as part of the household, and she helped with Florence when she was born. 


Around 1889 their son, William C. Graves, and a friend from the Sparks family were charged with the 
murder of a groceryman. The trial was moved to another court, but William Logan Graves was forced to 
sell part of his farm to pay the expense of the trial. The son was acquitted and soon after, William Logan 
Graves sold the remainder of his farm and moved his family (including two older sons and their wives) to 
Missouri, and then to Oklahoma Territory. The family moved to Moore, Okla. the latter part of 1890. 
The older sons went to Perry and Red Rock to establish a business. William and Catherine were both 
buried in the Moore Cemetery, and their graves are now unmarked. He preceded her in death, and she 


lived with two of their sons in Perry, Okla. All their children were born in Pulaski Co., Ky. (R-1)

598: "For over sixty years L. T. Graves was a resident of Vermilion county and came to be numbered 
among its most worthy citizens. He was born on a farm which now adjoins the northern boundary line of 
Westville, his natal year being 1846, and he was the son of Greenville Graves, one of the pioneer settlers 
of this county. Upon the old home farm he grew to manhood and at the usual age began his education in 
the old McMillan schoolhouse near his home. After attaining his majority he came to Danville and 
commenced clerking for William Mann, who at the time owned the largest dry-goods store in the city. 
He continued in his employ until Mr. Mann's death and later held positions in several other stores but 
finally turned his attention to reral estate and in that business met with most excellent success from the 
start. A progressive and energetic business man, of known reliability, he usually carried forward to 
successful completion whatever he undertook. 

Mr. Graves was married in Danville in 1893 to Miss Alice Hiestand, a daughter of William Hiestand, 
who came to this city at a very early day. Here she was engaged in the dressmaking business for a 
number of years, her patrons being among the leading citizens of Danville. To Mr. And Mrs. Graves 
were born two children: Margaret Marie and Mabel Alice, who are now attending school. 
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Mr. Graves was a very prominent and active member of the First Presbyterian church and died in that 
faith on the 10th of January 1907. By his ballot he usually supported the men and measures of the 
democratic party and as a public-spirited and enterprising citizen took a commendable interest in those 
enterprises which he believed calculated to advance the moral, intellectual or material welfare of the 
community. He was actively identified with all church and philanthropic work and his aid was never 
withheld from any worthy object. A consistent and earnest Christian and an enterprising and loyal 
citizen, his death was deeply mourned by a large circle of friends and acquaintances."

Florence and Lee lived in Moore, Oklahoma Territory, moving to Waterloo, Oklahoma Territory about 
1896. John Lee Mounger was affectionately called "Captain" by his fellow railroad workers. He worked 
as a Section Foreman, and often they lived in a Section House provided by the railroad. He was called 
"Lee" by his family. 

With the exception of wagon trains and stage coaches, means of transportation didn't change much 
until the arrival of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad (called the "Katy") in 1873. Between 1880 
and 1910, railroad track mileage increased from 189 to 5,980 miles, crisscrossing the state in a network 
that reached all towns of major size and many smaller ones. The first paved road was not completed until 
1930. It had a total length of 264 miles. 


Railroads had their problems in the early years with Indian hostility, a class known as "Terminuses" or 
frontier "Badmen", and trainmen of these days had to be "hard" to keep trains running at all. Indians 
referred to the "Devil's Ironrails". Around the council fires the rainmakers told their people "the clouds 
could not get across railway tracks." The tracks were laid in 52-pound rails. It was about 1903 before 
60- to 65-pound rails were laid. Railroads received sizeable land grants. 


In 1898 they moved back to Moore and to Oklahoma City in 1899. From Oklahoma City they moved 
to western Oklahoma and bought a farm near Elk City, where they were required to live on the property 
for six months to "prove" it. 


One railroad job took Lee Mounger to Missouri, allowing him to return home only on weekends. They 
settled in Agra about 1907, and the four children attended school there. Agra is in northern Lincoln Co., 
Okla., 13 miles north of Chandler. The post office was established Dec. 20, 1902. Agra's name was 
coined by the townsite developer from the word agriculture. It was a thriving community on the Katy 
Railroad line. From their house they could see the station and observe arriving and departing passengers. 
There were school and church functions, socials, and many lifetime friends continued to visit them in 
their later years. 


They returned to Oklahoma City with the Katy Railroad about 1920 and remained there until their 
deaths. Lee Mounger retired from the Katy Railroad after working past the mandatory retirement age by 
"simply not telling them his age." He continued in part-time work until his death. Their home was at 
1600 N.E. 12th Street. (R-1)

copy of some land abstracts that an Alma Ison did for another Graves 
researcher, but have now found her info left out a lot of the family 
connections. Through what | found | was able to piece together spouses and 
children for most of Leonard's children. 


My mother and | came across a map of the area from the 1800's that outlined 
Scott Graves' land and we compared it to a map of today. We found three 
roads out by Scott's land to be exactly the same today so we went 

exploring. We happened upon land that Benjamin Daniel (executor of Leonard

|6— James H. Graves (8) was born 25 Jan. 1790 in Mercer Co., Ky., and died 11 July 1857 in Georgetown, 
Vermilion Co., Ill. It is not proven that he was a son of Leonard Graves; the present evidence is 
circumstantial. The names of some of his children were the same as those of Leonard; for example, 
Greenville, Scott, Levi/Levy/Levin were all in both families and are not common names. Two of the 
children of James had L. (possibly Leonard) as their middle initial, and the oldest son of Orville Scott 
Graves (one of James' sons) was named James Leonard Graves. James supposedly moved to Clark Co., 
Ky. with his parents when he was a small boy. (Does this conflict with Leonard leaving a will in Mercer 
Co.? It would be interesting to see where Leonard was living when the 1810 census was taken.) 


7 James Graves married Margaret Blackburn, daughter of Joseph Blackburn, on 15 (or 16) June 1814 in 
Winchester, Clark Co., Ky. She was born 15 Oct. 1795 in Clark Co., Ky., and died 28 May 1887 in 
Georgetown, Ill. They were both buried in McKendree, Vermilion Co., Ill. James was a cabinet maker. 
He and his family moved to Illinois in Sept. 1828. According to Portrait and Biographical Album of 
Vermilion and Edgar Counties, Illinois, Chapman Brothers, Chicago, 1889, the father of James Graves 
was a native of Scotland, and crossed the Atlantic in time to assist in the early settlement of Mercer Co., 
Ky. (It is also possible that this statement of Scottish origin referred to the father of Margaret Blackburn, 
since errors of that sort often occur in historical sketches of this sort.) He was married and reared a 
family, and his son James fought in the War of 1812 under General Harrison on the River Thames in 
Canada, becoming a personal friend of the hero of Tippecanoe. 


"First Census" of Kentucky, 1790, compiled by C. B. Heinemann, lists only William Graves in Mercer 
Co., as of 18 April 1789. "Second Census" of Kentucky, 1800, by G. Glenn Clift, lists only Leonard 
Graves in Mercer Co. in 1800. It is possible that William was related to James, and had either died or 
moved by 1800.

William Logan Graves (48), called Logan, was born 15 July 1829 in Somerset, Pulaski Co., Ky., died 9 
Dec. 1897 in Oklahoma Territory, and was buried in Moore Cem., Cleveland Co., Okla. He married 
Catherine Clonch (or Claunch) on 24 March 1851 (according to Pulaski Co. Historical Soc., Pulaski 
County Marriage Records, vol. 2, 1851-1863, p. 45), or 25 March 1851 by Elder Daniel Buckner 
(according to the family Bible). She was born 1 July 1829, died 17 July 1903 in Comanche, Indian Terr., 
and was probably buried in Moore Cem., Moore, Okla.

Christopher G. Clonch (21 Oct. 1816 - 24 April 1839), also 
included in the Bible, may have been her brother. 


William farmed in Pulaski Co., Ky., and owned a large area of land. Tobacco was the main crop. He 
owned slaves before the Civil War. Catherine was given a negro slave as a wedding gift. The negro 
wanted to continue living with them after the Civil War and did not want her freedom. The Graves 
family kept her as part of the household, and she helped with Florence when she was born. 


Around 1889 their son, William C. Graves, and a friend from the Sparks family were charged with the 
murder of a groceryman. The trial was moved to another court, but William Logan Graves was forced to 
sell part of his farm to pay the expense of the trial. The son was acquitted and soon after, William Logan 
Graves sold the remainder of his farm and moved his family (including two older sons and their wives) to 
Missouri, and then to Oklahoma Territory. The family moved to Moore, Okla. the latter part of 1890. 
The older sons went to Perry and Red Rock to establish a business. William and Catherine were both 
buried in the Moore Cemetery, and their graves are now unmarked. He preceded her in death, and she 
lived with two of their sons in Perry, Okla. All their children were born in Pulaski Co., Ky. (R-1)

598: "For over sixty years L. T. Graves was a resident of Vermilion county and came to be numbered 
among its most worthy citizens. He was born on a farm which now adjoins the northern boundary line of 
Westville, his natal year being 1846, and he was the son of Greenville Graves, one of the pioneer settlers 
of this county. Upon the old home farm he grew to manhood and at the usual age began his education in 
the old McMillan schoolhouse near his home. After attaining his majority he came to Danville and 
commenced clerking for William Mann, who at the time owned the largest dry-goods store in the city. 
He continued in his employ until Mr. Mann's death and later held positions in several other stores but 
finally turned his attention to reral estate and in that business met with most excellent success from the 
start. A progressive and energetic business man, of known reliability, he usually carried forward to 
successful completion whatever he undertook. 

Mr. Graves was married in Danville in 1893 to Miss Alice Hiestand, a daughter of William Hiestand, 
who came to this city at a very early day. Here she was engaged in the dressmaking business for a 
number of years, her patrons being among the leading citizens of Danville. To Mr. And Mrs. Graves 
were born two children: Margaret Marie and Mabel Alice, who are now attending school. 
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Mr. Graves was a very prominent and active member of the First Presbyterian church and died in that 
faith on the 10th of January 1907. By his ballot he usually supported the men and measures of the 
democratic party and as a public-spirited and enterprising citizen took a commendable interest in those 
enterprises which he believed calculated to advance the moral, intellectual or material welfare of the 
community. He was actively identified with all church and philanthropic work and his aid was never 
withheld from any worthy object. A consistent and earnest Christian and an enterprising and loyal 
citizen, his death was deeply mourned by a large circle of friends and acquaintances."

Graves, a city resident for 52 years Od worked as a nurseryman until failing health caused his 
retirement in 1923. At various times he was employed by the Oklahoma State Fair association and was 
on the police and sheriff's forces. For the last 15 years he had made his home with Mrs. Wheeler. 

Going to Moore at the opening in 1889, Graves was associated with his brothers in the Graves Brothers 
store. He married Sara Cole in 1893, Mrs. Graves dying three years later. 

Graves was born Feb. 14, in Somerset, Ky. He was one of the founders of the Baptist church in 
Temple, Cotton county, where he had lived at times. 

Survivors include one son, James L. of Los Angeles; another daughter, Mrs. H. M. Bayless, 2626 
Northwest Sixteenth street; a sister, Mrs. Florence Mounger, 1600 Northeast Twelfth street; and a 
brother, Seymour, of Los Angeles.

Florence Graves (154) was born 17 July 1873 in Somerset, Pulaski Co., Ky., and died 21 May 1954 in 
Oklahoma City, Okla. (death cert. 007227, Okla. Dept. of Health file). She married John Lee Mounger, 
called Lee, on 18 Oct. 1892 in Norman, Cleveland Co., Okla. Terr. (Bk. I, p. 207). He was a son of 
William Mounger and Mary Scott, was born 28 Nov. 1868 in Venice, Madison Co., Ill., and died 5 April 
1955 in Okla. City, Okla. They were both buried in Moore Cem., Moore, Okla. 


Florence and Lee lived in Moore, Oklahoma Territory, moving to Waterloo, Oklahoma Territory about 
1896. John Lee Mounger was affectionately called "Captain" by his fellow railroad workers. He worked 
as a Section Foreman, and often they lived in a Section House provided by the railroad. He was called 
"Lee" by his family. 

With the exception of wagon trains and stage coaches, means of transportation didn't change much 
until the arrival of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad (called the "Katy") in 1873. Between 1880 
and 1910, railroad track mileage increased from 189 to 5,980 miles, crisscrossing the state in a network 
that reached all towns of major size and many smaller ones. The first paved road was not completed until 
1930. It had a total length of 264 miles. 


Railroads had their problems in the early years with Indian hostility, a class known as "Terminuses" or 
frontier "Badmen", and trainmen of these days had to be "hard" to keep trains running at all. Indians 
referred to the "Devil's Ironrails". Around the council fires the rainmakers told their people "the clouds 
could not get across railway tracks." The tracks were laid in 52-pound rails. It was about 1903 before 
60- to 65-pound rails were laid. Railroads received sizeable land grants. 


In 1898 they moved back to Moore and to Oklahoma City in 1899. From Oklahoma City they moved 
to western Oklahoma and bought a farm near Elk City, where they were required to live on the property 
for six months to "prove" it. 


One railroad job took Lee Mounger to Missouri, allowing him to return home only on weekends. They 
settled in Agra about 1907, and the four children attended school there. Agra is in northern Lincoln Co., 
Okla., 13 miles north of Chandler. The post office was established Dec. 20, 1902. Agra's name was 
coined by the townsite developer from the word agriculture. It was a thriving community on the Katy 
Railroad line. From their house they could see the station and observe arriving and departing passengers. 
There were school and church functions, socials, and many lifetime friends continued to visit them in 
their later years. 


They returned to Oklahoma City with the Katy Railroad about 1920 and remained there until their 
deaths. Lee Mounger retired from the Katy Railroad after working past the mandatory retirement age by 
"simply not telling them his age." He continued in part-time work until his death. Their home was at 
1600 N.E. 12th Street. (R-1)

1786 in Lincoln Co., KY. He married second Sarah ("Sally") Brown on 2 Nov. 1796 in Franklin Co., 
KY. 


It is likely that Leonard Graves was descended from Capt. Thomas Graves of VA (gen. 169), possibly 
by way of John Graves and Susannah Dicken.

James H. Graves (3) was born 25 Jan. 1790 in Mercer Co., Ky., and died 11 July 1857 in 
Georgetown, Vermilion Co., Ill. It is not proven that he was a son of Leonard Graves; the present 
evidence is circumstantial. The names of some of his children were the same as those of Leonard; for 
example, Greenville, Scott, Levi/Levy/Levin were all in both families and are not common names. 
Two of the children of James had L. (possibly Leonard) as their middle initial, and the oldest son of 
Orville Scott Graves (one of James' sons) was named James Leonard Graves. James supposedly 
moved to Clark Co., Ky. with his parents when he was a small boy. (Does this conflict with Leonard 
leaving a will in Mercer Co.? It would be interesting to see where Leonard was living when the 1810 
census was taken.) 


James Graves married Margaret Blackburn, daughter of Joseph Blackburn, on 15 (or 16) June 1814 in 

Winchester, Clark Co., Ky. She was born 15 Oct. 1795 in Clark Co., Ky., and died 28 May 1887 in 

Georgetown, Ill. They were both buried in McKendree, Vermilion Co., Ill. James was a cabinet maker. 

He and his family moved to Illinois in Sept. 1828. According to Portrait and Biographical Album of 
Vermilion and Edgar Counties, Illinois, Chapman Brothers, Chicago, 1889, the father of James 

Graves was a native of Scotland, and crossed the Atlantic in time to assist in the early settlement of 
Mercer Co., Ky. (It is also possible that this statement of Scottish origin referred to the father of 
Margaret Blackburn, since errors of that sort often occur in historical sketches of this sort.) He was 

married and reared a family, and his son James fought in the War of 1812 under General Harrison on 

the River Thames in Canada, becoming a personal friend of the hero of Tippecanoe. 


"First Census" of Kentucky, 1790, compiled by C. B. Heinemann, lists only William Graves in Mercer 
Co., as of 18 April 1789. "Second Census" of Kentucky, 1800, by G. Glenn Clift, lists only Leonard 
Graves in Mercer Co. in 1800. It is possible that William was related to James, and had either died or 
moved by 1800.

From History of Vermilion County, Illinois, vol. Il, Pioneer Publishing Co., Chicago, 1911, pages 
597-598: "For over sixty years L. T. Graves was a resident of Vermilion county and came to be 
numbered among its most worthy citizens. He was born on a farm which now adjoins the northern 
boundary line of Westville, his natal year being 1846, and he was the son of Greenville Graves, one of 
the pioneer settlers of this county. Upon the old home farm he grew to manhood and at the usual age 
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began his education in the old McMillan schoolhouse near his home. After attaining his majority he 
came to Danville and commenced clerking for William Mann, who at the time owned the largest dry- 
goods store in the city. He continued in his employ until Mr. Mann's death and later held positions in 
several other stores but finally turned his attention to reral estate and in that business met with most 
excellent success from the start. A progressive and energetic business man, of known reliability, he 
usually carried forward to successful completion whatever he undertook. 


Mr. Graves was married in Danville in 1893 to Miss Alice Hiestand, a daughter of William Hiestand, 
who came to this city at a very early day. Here she was engaged in the dressmaking business for a 
number of years, her patrons being among the leading citizens of Danville. To Mr. And Mrs. Graves 
were born two children: Margaret Marie and Mabel Alice, who are now attending school. 


Mr. Graves was a very prominent and active member of the First Presbyterian church and died in that 
faith on the 10th of January 1907. By his ballot he usually supported the men and measures of the 
democratic party and as a public-spirited and enterprising citizen took a commendable interest in those 
enterprises which he believed calcutated to advance the moral, intellectual or material welfare of the 
community. He was actively identified with all church and philanthropic work and his aid was never 
withheld from any worth object.

James H. Graves (3) was born 25 Jan. 1790 in Mercer Co., Ky., and died 11 July 
1857 in Georgetown, Vermilion Co., Ill. It is not proven that he was a son of 
Leonard Graves; the present evidence is circumstantial. The names of some of his 
children were the same as those of Leonard; for example, Greenville, Scott, 
Levi/Levy/Levin were all in both families and are not common names. Two of the 
children of James had L. (possibly Leonard) as their middle initial, and the oldest son 
of Orville Scott Graves (one of James' sons) was named James Leonard Graves. 
James supposedly moved to Clark Co., Ky. with his parents when he was a small boy. 
(Does this conflict with Leonard leaving a will in Mercer Co.? It would be interesting 
to see where Leonard was living when the 1810 census was taken.) 


James Graves married Margaret Blackburn, daughter of Joseph Blackburn, on 15 
(or 16) June 1814 in Winchester, Clark Co., Ky. She was born 15 Oct. 1795 in Clark 
Co., Ky., and died 28 May 1887 in Georgetown, Ill. They were both buried in 
McKendree, Vermilion Co., Ill. James was a cabinet maker. He and his family 
moved to Illinois in Sept. 1828. According to Portrait and Biographical Album of 
Vermilion and Edgar Counties, Illinois, Chapman Brothers, Chicago, 1889, the 
father of James Graves was a native of Scotland, and crossed the Atlantic in time to 
assist in the early settlement of Mercer Co., Ky. (It is also possible that this statement 
of Scottish origin referred to the father of Margaret Blackburn, since errors of that 
sort often occur in historical sketches of this sort.) He was married and reared a 
family, and his son James fought in the War of 1812 under General Harrison on the 
River Thames in Canada, becoming a personal friend of the hero of Tippecanoe. 


"First Census" of Kentucky, 1790, compiled by C. B. Heinemann, lists only William 
Graves in Mercer Co., as of 18 April 1789. "Second Census" of Kentucky, 1800, by 
G. Glenn Clift, lists only Leonard Graves in Mercer Co. in 1800. It is possible that 
William was related to James, and had either died or moved by 1800. (R-1, R-4)

Leonard appoints 
James Graves, Benjamin Daniel, Daniel Burford and Bernard Noel executors of his 
estate. The will was proved by Sam'l Sale, John Odell and Thomas Johns, the three 
witnesses, in May 1811.

1608 Settler of Jamestown, Virginia, 
and His Descendants (ca. 1580-2007) 


COMMENTS 


This genealogy is gradually being revised as a result of the findings of the Graves/Greaves DNA 
Study. In this version, one section that is not descended from Capt. Thomas Graves has been removed 
and put in a separate genealogy (gen. 145, John Graves of Halifax Co., VA). Another portion of the 
genealogy has been shown to be descended from Thomas” Graves rather than from Francis” Graves, and 
has been moved as a result of that finding. 


Francis Graves, long believed to be the youngest son of Capt. Thomas Graves, has now been shown 
by DNA analysis to not be his son. Therefore, Francis and all his descendants have been removed and 
put in a separate genealogy (gen. 220). 


Two other branches of the family have been shown to not be descended from Capt. Thomas Graves 
and have been put in separate genealogies (gen. 152, Thomas Graves of Lunenburg Co. & Mecklenburg 
Co., VA, and gen. 94, Thomas Sims Graves of Culpeper Co., VA and Fayette Co. & Nelson Co., KY). 

In addition, the connections for several genealogies have been shown by DNA analysis and have been 
added to this genealogy. Some of these results can be seen in the master table of DNA results. Other 
changes will be made as further evidence is obtained. 


GENERATION 1 


Thomas Graves (1), gentleman, arrived in Virginia in October of 1608, coming from England in the 
ship "Mary and Margaret" with Captain Christopher Newport's second supply. Although John Card 
Graves (R-915) states that Thomas was accompanied by his wife Katherine, sons John and Thomas, and 
eight others, including Henry Singleton and Thomas Edge, most other historians agree that he did not 
bring his wife and children over until later. It is likely that he did not even marry Katherine until 1610, 
and his first child was born about 1611. 


Thomas Graves was one of the original Adventurers (stockholders) of the Virginia Company of 
London, and one of the very early Planters (settlers) who founded Jamestown, Virginia, the first 
permanent English settlement in North America. He was also the first known person named Graves in 
North America. Captain Thomas Graves is listed as one of the original Adventurers as "Thomas Grave" 
on page 364, Records of the Virginia Company of London, vol. IV. Although the Records of the 
Virginia Company state that in 1622 was granted "a patent to Thomas Graves of Doublin in the Realm 
of Ireland, gent.", this may be a clerical error. As stated in the original charter of the Virginia Co. of 
London, the first Adventurers to Virginia were to be from the city of London. 


King James I of England, on April 10, 1606, granted letters patent (charter) to Sir Thomas Gates, Sir 
George Somers, Richard Hakluyt, Edward-Maria Winfield, Thomas Hanham, Raleigh Gilbert, William 
Parker, and George Popham, in whose names the petition for the charter to the Virginia Company of 
London had been made, for the founding of two colonies in Virginia. 
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In 1606 the name Virginia designated the North American coast north of Spanish Florida. The First 
Colony was to "begin their first plantation and place of their first sojourning and dwelling in any place 
along the aforesaid coast of Virginia or America where they thought it suitable and convenient, between 
the aforesaid thirty-four and forty-one degrees of the aforesaid latitude." The Second Colony was to 
locate at some point between thirty-eight degrees and forty-five degrees of northern latitude. (Rec. Va. 
Co., vol. IV, p. 368) 


The First Colony (consisting of knights, gentlemen, merchants and others of the city of London) made 
a settlement at Jamestown on May 13, 1607, which became permanent. The Plymouth grantees (from 
the English cities of Bristol and Exeter, the town of Plymouth, and other places) established the Second 
Colony at Sagadagic (on the coast of what became Maine) in August 1607, but abandoned it in the 
spring of 1608. 


On May 13, 1607, Captain Christopher Newport's fleet of three small ships, the Susan Constant, the 
Godspeed and the Discovery, with 105 colonists, reached the site of this first permanent English 
settlement, and called it James Towne. Captain Newport returned to Jamestown on Jan. 8, 1608 with the 
first supply in the John and Francis. The Phoenix, commanded by Captain Francis Nelson, which had 
sailed as part of the first supply, finally arrived on 20 April 1608. More than half the settlers died that 
first winter. 


Captain Newport sailed again for England and arrived at Blackwell May 21, 1608. Capt. Nelson 
returned to England in the Phoenix early in July 1608, with requests from Virginia to be sent by the 
second supply. Capt. Newport left England in the Mary and Margaret, a ship of about 150 tons, with the 
second supply, probably in August of 1608. Many sources give the arrival date of this second supply as 
being early in October 1608. We do know that it was after Sept. 10, 1608. 


A comparatively complete record, with the names, of the little band of first planters who came in 
1607 and the two supplies of 1608 is given by Captain John Smith in his Historie. These three 
expeditions brought a total of about 295 people -- the first settlers numbering about 105, the first supply 
120, and the second supply about 70. Of the whole number, 92 are described as "gentlemen." 


Regarding the title of "Captain" which is attached to Thomas Graves in Virginia historical records, he 
had no such designation in the Charter of 1609 wherein all the Adventurers (stockholders) of the 
Virginia Company are listed, and is shown by Captain John Smith on his arrival in Virginia simply as 
"Thomas Graves, Gent." Thus it appears that he acquired the title of Captain after arriving in Virginia. 


Thomas Graves early became active in the affairs of the infant colony. On an exploring expedition he 
was captured by the Indians and taken to Opechancanough. Thomas Savage, who had come to Virginia 
with the first supply on the John and Francis in 1608, was sent to rescue him, in which he was 
successful. 


The winter of 1608-09 was much better than the previous winter, but soon after Capt. John Smith 
returned to England for medical treatment in October 1609, the "Starving Time" reduced the population 
of about 500 to no more than sixty men, women, and children. In June of 1610, the survivors were in 
the process of abandoning the settlement, when Lord Delaware arrived as governor of the colony. From 
that time on, there was apparently no further serious thought of abandoning the town. However, even by 
1616, the colony had a total population of only 351, of whom 81 were farmers or tenants. 


In 1617 the Virginia Company, hoping to expand population and agricultural production in the 
colony, encouraged private or voluntary associations organized on a joint stock basis to establish 
settlements in the area of the Company's patent. The Society of Smith's (or Smythe's) Hundred (later 
called Southampton Hundred) was organized in 1617. In addition to Captain Thomas Graves, the 
Adventurers included Sir Thomas Smith, Sir Edwin Sandys, and the Earl of Southampton. Soon after 
April 29, 1619, Governor Yeardley wrote to Sir Edwin Sandys: "I have entreated Capt. Graves, an 
antient officer of this company, to take charge of the people and workes." 


Capt. Thomas Graves was a member of the First Legislative Assembly in America, and, with Mr. 
Walter Shelley, sat for Smythe's Hundred when they met at Jamestown on July 30, 1619. The time of 
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Capt. Thomas Graves' removal to the Eastern Shore is not known. It was, however, after August 
1619, since he was then a representative from Smythe's Hundred to the first meeting of the House of 
Burgesses. It was also prior to Feb. 16, 1623, for "A List of Names: of the Living in Virginia, Feb. 16, 
1623" shows Thomas Graves "at the Eastern Shore". His patent for 200 acres on the Eastern Shore is of 
record 14 March 1628 (Patent Book No. 1, p. 72, Land Registrar's Office, Richmond, Va.). This land 
was in what was then known as Accomack, now a part of Northampton Co. It was granted by Dr. 
Thomas Pott, Governor of Virginia, and was on the eastern side of the Bay of Chesapeake, westerly of 
the lands of Capt. Henry Flute, an explorer of the Bay, "by virtue of the adventure of five and twenty 
pounds paid by the said Capt. Thomas Graves to Sir Thomas Smyth, Treasurer of the Virginia 
Company." He paid a "quit rent" of one shilling for fifty acres, payable at the feast of St. Michael the 
Archangel (Sept. 29) each year on a part of his land. 


In the census of February 1625, Capt. Thomas Graves was one of only 51 people then living on the 
Eastern Shore. He was put in charge of the direction of local affairs later in 1625. In Sept. 1632 he, with 
others, was appointed a Commissioner "for the Plantacon of Acchawmacke". He was one of the 
Burgesses to the Assembly, representing Accomack, for the 1629-30 session and the 1632 session. He 
attended many of the meetings of the Commissioners, but he was absent from Dec. 30, 1632/3 until Oct. 
23, 1633/4. It appears that he was out of the country. 


The old Hungars Episcopal Church is located about seven miles north of Eastville, on the north side 
of Hungars Creek. Hungars Parish was made soon after the county was established, and the first 
minister was Rev. Francis Bolton, who was succeeded by Rev. William Cotton. The first vestry was 
appointed in 1635. The first vestry meeting was on Sept. 29, 1635, at which Capt. Thomas Graves 
headed the list of those present. The first church edifice was erected in 1690-95 and was still standing 
around 1900, one of the oldest churches in the country. In addition to Capt. Thomas Graves, the other 
persons named by the court as vestrymen of Hungars Church were William Cotton, minister, Obedience 
Robins, John Howe, William Stone (first Protestant Governor of Maryland), William Burdett, William 
Andrews, John Wilkins, Alexander Mountray, Edward Drews, William Beniman and Stephen Charlton. 


Captain Thomas Graves died between November 1635 when he was witness to a deed and 5 Jan. 
1636 when suit was entered against a servant to Mrs. Graves (Adventurers of Purse and Person, pp. 
188-189). His birth date is not known, but is believed to be about 1580. That would have made him 
only about 55 years of age at his death. 


Very little is known about Katherine, wife of Capt. Thomas Graves. Her maiden name may have 
been Croshaw. (There was a Raleigh Chroshaw, Gent., who arrived with the second supply with Thomas 
Graves.) Just when she came to Virginia is not recorded. She and her children are not included in the 
1625 census of the Eastern Shore, although Capt. Thomas Graves is. The patent granted to John Graves 
(son of Capt. Thomas Graves) on Aug. 9, 1637 states that the 600 acres granted to him in Elizabeth City 
was "due in right of descent from his father Thomas Graves, who transported at his own cost himself, 
Katherine Graves his wife, John Graves the patentee, and Thomas Graves, Jr., and 8 
persons." (Cavaliers and Pioneers, Nugent.) The 50 acres assigned for each person transported shows 
they came after 1616. The other 8 persons transported did not include any members of Capt. Graves' 
family. The girls, Ann, Verlinda, and Katherine obviously came later, and Francis was born in Virginia. 
The last reference to Mrs. Graves shows her living at the Old Plantation, Accomack, as of May 20, 
1636. 


Since Captain Thomas Graves had been active in the affairs of Virginia from his arrival, the absence 
of any mention of him during certain periods indicate he had returned to England. This is also 
confirmed by patents issued to him and to others in which he is mentioned. Mrs. Hiden stated: "Even a 
cursory reading of Northampton (formerly Accomack) records reveals how frequent were the trips to 
England, Ireland, Holland, and New England" of those living on the Eastern Shore. Mrs. Hiden also 
stated (R-909, p. 34): "We know from the land patents that Capt. Thomas Graves made several trips out 
of the country, to England presumably, and on one of his return voyages his family accompanied him." 


Thomas Graves was probably unmarried when he arrived in Virginia in 1608. He was young, and 
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adventure was probably the reason for his coming to Virginia. He was obviously educated, of some 
"social status" and financial means, and a leader. 


It is likely that he returned to England, possibly in Oct. 1609, either on the same ship with Captain 
John Smith (who left Virginia for England for treatment of his wounds resulting from an explosion), or 
on one of the other seven ships which arrived in Virginia in August 1609. In that way he would have 
missed the "Starving Time" of the winter of 1609-10, which so few survived. 


He may have then married in England in about 1610, fathered John Graves and Thomas Graves, 
remained in England for several years, and returned to Virginia prior to the formation of Smythe's 
Hundred in 1617, or possibly a little later. It is known that he was "entreated to take charge of the 
people and workes" at Smythe's Hundred in April 1619, and was there then. 


Also, there is no record of his being in Virginia after the meeting of the Burgesses in July-August of 
1619 until he is shown as living on the Eastern Shore in 1623. It seems reasonable that he was in 
England at the time of the Indian Massacre of March 1622, and upon returning to Virginia settled on the 
Eastern Shore where it was less perilous to live. The fact that he fathered three children, the first three 
girls, during this period certainly lends support to his being in England. 


One of the most disputed issues regarding his children is the last one, Fra. Graves, who has been 
believed by some to be a son Francis and by others to be a daughter Frances. This child was originally 
said by genealogist William Montgomery Sweeny in a published article in 1935 (R-906) to be a son of 
Capt. Thomas Graves. This was repeated by Mrs. P. W. Hiden in 1936 (R-907). However, others 
provided evidence that the last child of Capt. Thomas Graves was a daughter, and that the male Francis 
Graves was a son of someone else unknown. After a thorough search and examination of the 
documentary evidence, it was decided that this last child of Thomas probably was a son, as explained in 
the Appendix at the end of this book. However, the results of the Graves DNA Study indicate that 
Francis was a son of another Graves immigrant, and the child of Capt. Thomas Graves was a daughter. 
Since the documentary evidence is ambiguous and the DNA evidence is conclusive, there is now no 
question that the youngest child of Capt. Thomas Graves was a daughter. As a result, the male Francis 
Graves and his descendants have been removed from this genealogy and placed in a separate genealogy 
220. (R-14, R-901, R-915)

GENERATION 2 


CHILDREN OF THOMAS GRAVES (1) AND KATHERINE ------ 


John Graves (2) was the oldest son of Captain Thomas Graves. In the absence of documentation, 
Mrs. Hiden estimated his birth in one instance to be "by 1605" and "not later than 1616" in another. 
Based on all available evidence, it seems likely that he was born about 1611. He was almost certainly 
born in England, since he did not receive land as an "Ancient Planter." All persons in Virginia prior to 
1616 received an additional 50 acres. He was "of age" (age 21 or older) before 19 Feb. 1634/5, for he 
had sued John Parramore (Accawmacke 1, p. 26), proving he was born at least by 1614, and on that date 
the Acchawmacke Court's decision was "John Parramore ordered to pay a debt of 100 Ib. tobacco to 
John Graves". 
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at Resurrection Manor, Calvert, Prince George's Co., MD. His will was probated 29 Dec. 1704. 
After Katherine died, he married Eleanor Nuthall in 1668. 


Shortly after Katherine's marriage to Thomas Sprigg, they moved to the new colony of Maryland, 
where her brother-in-law, William Stone, had gone as governor. Thomas Sprigg's land certificate in 
Maryland shows that he transported himself, his wife Katherine, Verlinda Roper, Nathaniel Sprigg, and 
several others. Verlinda Roper was Thomas's young stepdaughter; Nathaniel may have been an infant 
son -- no other record of him has been found. 


Sarah Sprigg is listed by some writers as a daughter of Katherine Sprigg and by some as a daughter of 
Thomas Sprigg's second wife. In 1670, Thomas Sprigg executed a deed of gift which identified Sarah as 
his oldest daughter. Sarah was already married and even had a married daughter, Sarah Pearce Beall, 
who was also mentioned in the deed. When we consider ages and dates, it seems likely that Sarah was 
from her father's marriage to Katherine Graves Roper. (See Md. Hist. Mag., VIII:75.) 


Thomas Sprigg, Jr. is shown as the son of Katherine Sprigg in Adventurers of Purse and Person, 
Third Edition, pp. 190, 192. His birth date is uncertain, but was probably about 1665. One possibility is 
that his mother died at or soon after his birth, and he was brought up by his stepmother, Eleanor Nuthall 
Sprigg. 

In Maryland, Katherine and her family settled first in Kent Co., and then across the bay in Calvert 
Co. (R-11, R-116, R-150)

Ralph Graves (8) was born at least by 1629 (probably about 1625), as he witnessed a deed in 1650 in 
York Co., VA, and died testate 9 May 1667 in York Co., VA (according to the Bruton Parish Register). 
He married Rachel Croshaw (or Crosher), daughter of Major Joseph Croshaw, about 1652. Joseph 
Croshaw was a son of Raleigh Croshaw who arrived in Jamestown in 1608 on the ship "Mary and 
Margaret" with Capt. Thomas Graves. Ralph Graves made a trip to England in 1652 for his father-in- 
law, Major Joseph Croshaw. 


After Ralph died, his widow married Richard Barnes, and died 20 April 1669. Richard died in Jan. 
1674/5. Joseph Croshaw deeded to Ralph and Rachel 2000 acres of land in New Kent Co., VA on 23 
Dec. 1654. Joseph was Justice of the Peace in York Co. in 1655, member of the House of Burgesses in 
1659-60, and died 10 April 1667. The will of Ralph Graves, dated 5 May 1667, proved 29 July 1667 in 
York Co., Va., names oldest son Ralph, youngest son William, eldest daughter Anne, youngest daughter 
Mary, wife Rachel, and uncle Richard Croshaw, executor. In his will, he mentioned that he was in the 
prime of life, but feeble in body. His will bequeathed his 1000 acre homeplace in York Co. to his wife 
and then to his son, Ralph Graves, Jr. In 1675, Ralph, Jr. petitioned to be appointed guardian of brother 
William, denied. (R-14, R-915)

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The settlements in and about Brooks’ Point were made among the 
earliest in the town. Benjamin Brooks came from Indiana and looked 
out the place on what is called the Spencer farm, now owned by 
Mr. English, and made claim to it. He went back to Indiana, and 
betore he returned here Spencer had taken the land, and Benjamin 
Canaday gave him the claim at the point of timber, which from that 
time was known by hisname. Bob Cotton and Mr. O’Neal had moved in 
in the meantime, and made quite a little neighborhood. It was here 
that James O’Neal was born,—probably the first white boy born in the 
county,—in 1822. Mr. Brooks died here and left five children. His 
son Benjamin, who was two or three. years old when he came here, 
resides now in Danville township, and John lives in Catlin. 

James Stevens came from Indiana in 1826, and bought a claim which 
Mr. Crane had taken on section 9. He died in 1876. His son James 
H. lives yet on the same section. H. P. Stevens lives on the old 
homestead, and William I. on section 7 Mr. Crane had been here 
abont two years. 

James Waters, who came here in 1832, lives here yet, on a farm in 
section 8. Though now eighty years old, he is still able to attend to 
his work. He looks as though he would outlast his hat yet. His wife 
died three years ago. His father came here to live at about the same 
date. 

Isaac Gones came here about 1825. John L. Scunce came here from 
Kentucky and settled in the same neighborhood. He also died in 1876. 
His son Phiiemon lives near here, and John L. at Eugene, Indiana. 
John and James Black came at the same time from Kentucky, and 
settled on sections 4 and 5. They are both dead. James left no chil- 
dren. John’s son Robert lives just east of where his father settled, 
and Samuel in Catlin. Mrs. Lockett lives in Catlin and Mrs. Eli Hen- 
derson in Georgetown. 

John Cage and OwS. and LeHeGraves; from Kentucky, with their 
father, James.Graves, made homes on sections 17 and 18 about 1828. 
They have been prosperous farmers and useful, enterprising citizens. 

James Sandusky resides on section 9, where his father, Isaac, first 
took a claim when he came to this state from Kentucky. Isaac had 
been in the war of 1812, and had been taken prisoner at Hull’s sur- 
render, and escaping from captivity, he made his way back to Kentucky 
through this region of the country. He decided then, standing on the 
mound at Catlin village and viewing the landscape o’er, to some day 
own an eighty, or at least a forty, on that beautiful prairie. In 1828, 
in pursuance of this decision, he came here and made his home first at 
Brooks’ Point. He twasa man of energy and thrift, and soon had Jand 
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Vermilion County, Georgetown Township, Llinois. 


Settlements in and about Broolts Point were made among the earliest in the town. 
Bob Cotton and Mr. O'Neal had moved in and made quite a little neighborhood.

Black and Wife. D. J. Lockett, R. J. Black and John Cage were elected elders. 


The Christian Church, known as Brock's Point Church, was organized in April 
1870, by Elder Martin, James B. Stevens and James O'Neal were elected elders.

Westville, 4 miles from Georgetown. ‘'Graves' is a flag-station, about half- 
way between Westville and Georgetown, for the convenience of the neighbor- 
hood. (Danville & Southwestern Railroad). Westville was laid out on the south- 
east corner of Section 6, in May, 1873. 


James O'Neal, Westville farmer, was born near his present place in George- 
town Township, 20 Apr 1822. He lived with his parents until he was 26 years 
of age, when he moved near Kyger's Mill, and from thence to his present 
place. On 18 May 1848 he married Miss Vesta Pratt. She was born in this 
county, near Danville, on 2 Oct 1829. They had 10 children: Cynthia Ann, 
Oliver P., Jonathan T., Mary Lincoln, Silva A., Clarissa E., Effie L. . 

and James Hawes. Mr. O'Neal's parents, Thomas and Sarah Howard O' Neal, 
were natives of Nelson County, Kentucky, and settled here in the fall of 1821... 
He died in the fall of 1861, and she in the fall of 1863. Mr. Thomas O'Neal and 
one of his sons volunteered in the Black Hawk War. His son, James, was 
among the first born in this county. The latter's daughter married Mr. Simon 
Doop, 19 Nov 1868. They are living here with Mr. O'Neal. They had 5 children, 
3 living: Alfred E., Jessie P, and Vesta J.

county. His father, Sylvanus T. Ellsworth, 
first came to the county about 1840 and re- 
moved his family to the home farm in Cat- 
lin township in 1854. The subject of this 
review was born in Vermilion county, Jan- 
uary 8, 1847, his parents being Sylvanus T. 
and Zarelda (Graves) Ellsworth, the for- 
mer a native of Miami county, Ohio, and 
the latter of Kentucky. During his early 
life the father resided in the place of his na- 
tivity and was engaged in farming and log- 
ging there until 1840, when he came west 
to look at the country, believing that it 
might prove a good location for business 
ventures. He afterward returned to Ohio 
and soon again came to Vermilion county 
and was here married. Later he removed 
with his family to Lewiston, Illinois, where 
he resided for a year, working out by the 
day during that period. Once more coming 
to Vermilion county he resided in George- 
town township for about three years and 
then took up his abode on the old family 
homestead in Catlin township, where he 
spent his remaining days, with the exception 
of two years, during which he lived at West- 
ville with his daughter. Throughout this 
period he devoted his energies to agricul- 
tural pursuits, in which he met with good 
success.

He 
was employed in this capacity for sixteen 
months and in 1871 was the teacher in the 
Brooks Point school. In the winter of 1&2 
he had charge of the Rouse school, afte:

Who Settled in Chester County, Pa., 1687 


The following information for the first generations of Harlan(d)s is quoted 
from the "History and Genealogy of the Harlan Family" by Alpheus Harlan. 
The numbering system also follows that which is in the book. The book can be 
purchased through the Harlan Store. 


Preface by Alpheus H. Harlan- "This book had its beginning in the Fall of 
1881. I made a visit in September of that year to several of my father's cousins 
in order to learn from them something of the life and history of my great- 
grandfather Harlan. I knew little of my ancestors at that time, but found there 
several old letters and records which contained much that I had wanted to 
know. It became my desire, then, to trace my own line back to an immigrant 
ancestor, and, later, to set down in permanent form all that could be learned 
concerning the family. That desire of so long ago has culminated in the present 
volume. 


"No one, unless he has attempted a similar task, can have an adequate 
conception of the work thus involved. There were seventeen children born to 
George and Micheal Harlan. Of Deborah, the third daughter of George, we 
know little more than that she married one Joshua Calvert; further trace of the 
family has been lost. Solomon, the fifth son of Micheal, died unmarried. So it 
remained to follow the subsequent history of fifteen families, and though some 
of the lines are incomplete, most or them will be found to be well developed. 


"In 1887, two hundred years after George and Micheal had come to America, 
the family assembled at Birmingham Park, near Philadelphia. There they 
effected a permanent organization which was named " The Association of the 
Descendants of George and Micheal Harlan in the United States." It has held 
fourteen reunions, some of the most important of which have been at 
Richmond, Ind., 1888; West Chester, Pa., 1897; Mt. Pleasant, Iowa , 1899; 
Union City, Ind., 1900; and again in Richmond in 1912. It has been the means 
whereby members of the family have learned to know and to keep in touch 
with each other, and it has been of great assistance in the preparation of the 
present work. 


"The information herein contained has been gathered from many sources. Old 
wills, marriage certificates, Friends' Meeting records, newspapers, and 
hundreds of letters have been read and reread in order to obtain from them 
some information which would be of use. Often one name has been the means 
of bringing together many families, and often one letter has opened a field

requiring months of work to fully explore. 


"The compiling of this history has been to me from the first a labor of love and 
of fascination and a work that I could not lay aside. I have been aided in it by 
countless relatives and friends, and to all of them, though many have long since 
passed away, my heartfelt gratitude must be expressed. 


"After a third of a century of almost continuous endeavor, I am handing this 
work to my people for their approval. I do it with the earnest prayer that the 
present and future generations shall strive hard to uphold the standards as set 
and maintained by their forefathers." 


James HARLAND #1 was born about 1625 in Bishoprick, Durham, England. 
He died in England. He was buried in England. From "History and Genealogy 
of the Harlan Family" by Alpheus Harlan- "James Harland, Yeoman and 
member of the Episcopal Church, was b. about the year 1625 in the 
"Bishoprick, Nigh Durham, England," and is the earliest paternal ancestor 
known to the family in America bearing the name Harlan. He lived and d. an 
Englishman, and was bur. upon English soil, no one to-day knows where. 
Tradition says that the name of his father was William. 


"That James Harland was married according to the usages of the Established 
Church there is no doubt. That his children were baptized and recorded therein 
is fully established by the fact that the earliest record we have of his son, 
George, is that he was "Baptised at the Monastery Monkwearmouth* in Oald 
England." We have no record giving the name of the wife and mother. So far 
as is known, James Harland was the father of three sons: 


"*Monkwearmouth Monastery was founded by Benedict Biscop in the year 
A.D.672. It is situated in a town of the same name in the east division of 
Chester, County Durham, and one-half mile north of Sunderland. It receives its 
name from its location near the mouth of the river Wear. Burned and plundered 
time and again, only the tower and some detached parts of the church remain 
of the once celebrated monastery. In 1790 the parish registers, with the 
exception of some of the late records, were destroyed by fire, and it is probable 
that information of untold value perished in the flames."

2. Thomas HARLAND was born about 1648 in Bishoprick, Durham, 
England. He was buried in Lurgan Parish, Armagh, Ireland. From "History and 
Genealogy of the Harlan Family" by Alpheus Harlan- "Thomas Harland, 
Yeoman, Friend, b. "Nigh Durham, in Bishoprick, England, where he remained 
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until early manhood, when with his brothers and others he crossed over into 
Ireland and located in the Parish of Donnahlong, County Down. It is supposed 
that he remained there during life, and that he was buried in the burying 
grounds at Lurgan Meeting House, County Armagh. He m. 2, 7, 1680, by 
ceremony of Friends at Lurgan Meeting, held then "at the house of Francis 
Robson," in the Parish of Sego, County Armagh, Katherine Bullock (Friend), 
b.----, d. 3 mo.1690, County Down, a daughter of George Bullock, of the 
Parish of Donnahlong. They were parents of one son Ananias, and of four 
daughters, Rebecca, Patience, Christian, and Katherine. 


"Thomas m. second, 11, 8, 1702 Ailice ffoster, of "Lisnegarvy, at Richard 
Boyes house, Ballinderry Meeting, County of Armagh. They were the parents 
of two sons, James and Thomas, and one daughter, Abigail. 


"We find the names of George Harland, Alphonsus Kirk, etc., among the 
signers to Thomas Harland's first marriage certificate, but it seems that this 
brother did not venture to cast his lot in the new world. So far as we can learn 
he remained in Ireland; we find his descendants, some fifty years later, crossing 
into Pennsylvania, and settling in Chester County. The further line of Thomas 
Harland, obtained too late to be inserted here, will be found given in the 
appendix." 


He was married to Katherine BULLOCK on 7 Apr 1680 in Parish Sego, 
Armagh, Ireland. Thomas HARLAND #2 and Katherine BULLOCK had the 
following children:

Z 3)George HARLAN was born in 1650. He was christened on 11 Mar 1650 in 
Monkwearmouth, Durham, England. He died in Jul 1714 in Kennet, Chester, 
Pennsylvania. He was buried in Jul 1714 in Center Meeting Burying Grounds, 
Chester County, Pennsylvania. From "History and Genealogy of the Harlan 
Family" by Alpheus Harlan- "George Harlan, Yeoman, "Ye sone of James 
Harland of Monkwearmouth, was Baptised at the Monastery of 
Monkwearmouth in Oald England, ye 11th Day of First Month 1650." He was 
b. "Nigh Durham in Bishoprick, England,” and remained there until he reached 
manhood, when, in company with his brother and others, he crossed into 
Ireland and located in the County Dewn. While residing there hem. by 
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ceremony of Friends, 9, 17, 1678, Elizabeth Duck. George Harlan* brought his 
family to America in 1687, and the nine years intervening were without doubt 
spent in the above named-parish and county, and there, too, in all probability, 
his first four children were born. He d. in "Fifth Month" (July), 1714, and was 
buried beside his "deare wife in the new burying grounds on Alphonsus Kirk's 
land,"which was afterwards, and is yet, Center Meeting Burying Grounds. 
George and Elizabeth were parents of nine children: 


"* After coming to America George and Michael Harland dropped the final "d" 
and the name is almost universally spelled Harlan." 


Alphaeus Harlan citing the Marriage Book of Lurgan Mo.Mtg., p.91: "George 
Harland, of Parish of Donahlong, Co. Down, Ireland, and Elizabeth Duck, of 
Lurgan, Parish of Shankill, Co.Armagh, were married "at the house of Marke 
Wright in ye Parish of Shankill," 9 Mo. 17, 1678.

Alphaeus Harlan citing Wm Stockdale's "A Great Cry of Oppression. "- 
"George Harland had taken from him for Tithe, by Daniel Mac 
Connell...twelve stooks and a half of Oats, three stooks and a half of Barley, 
and five loads of Hey, all worth ten shillings ten pence." 


"No certificate of the membership of George Harland with Friends is upon 
record, but his marriage certificate shows us that at that time he was a member, 
and as early as "Tenth Month" (December), of 1687, was placed upon 
committees of responsibility in Friends’ affairs in his new neighborhood. At the 
time of his residence in Ireland, William Penn was urging Friends of England to 
become settlers upon his lands, cautioning them, however, against "leaving 
their own country out of idle curiosity or of a rambling disposition." But names 
signed above we find later in the new world, and, as we have seen, George was 
buried upon "Alphonsus Kirk's land." So they were not without friends when 
they made their settlement near the Delaware. 


"In the early months of the year 1687, in company with his wife and four 
children, and his brother Michael, then unmarried, he took hip at Belfast for 
America. They had bought lands before coming * which were within that part 
of the Province of Pennsylvania now embraced in the County of New Castle. 
Ascending the river Delaware they landed at the town of New Castle (now in 
Delaware State), and seettled near the present town of Centreville. Here the 
elder brother remained for some years, and about 1698/99, having purchased 
higher up the Brandywine Creek, he moved his family and settled in what is 
now ** Pennsbury Township, Chester County, Pennsylvania. 


*"Erom the old warrants granted "within the County of New Castle, on 
Delaware,. we learn that "George Harland" and "James & Thomas Harlin" 
purchased lands there in the summer of 1686, and that "James Harland" did 
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likewise in January of 1701. 
**"Tt was then in Kennett, but later the township was subdivided." 
More information to be found on pages 4 - 7 in Alphaeus Harlan's book. 


He was married to Elizabeth DUCK (daughter of Ezekeliah DUCK and 
Hannah HOOPE) on 17 Sep 1678 in , Down Co., Ireland. Elizabeth DUCK 
was born on 5 May 1660 in Shankill, Armagh, Ireland.

Albertus HENDRICKS arrived in Deleware in 1662: 

Ships list of "The Ship Fox" of 31 Aug 1662; Capt. Jacob Janz HUYS, Master: 

Albert HENDRICKS, house carpenter from Maersen, The Netherland. 

Albert Hendricks was also thought to be an indentured servant of Joost de la Grange and 
that Albertus married Helchey who may have been one of Grange's maids. Others 
thought that Albertus Hendricks purchased land from Jons Gustafson which is in doubt. 
Of records from New Jersey Colonial Documents, Salem surveys #2, p 551, 28 March 
1685, Memorandum of Agreement. Wm. Fleetwood sells to Albert Hendricks, 400 acres 
of land. Albert Hendricks' land is shown on a Delaware Co. map as being five miles 
down the river from Tinicum Island abuting the riveR with eldest son 

James' land just below it. It is on the lower part of Chester City with the upper edge 
being where the Commodore Berry(Perry?) bridge crosses the Delaware River. Albert 
said he took his patent to Wm. Penn when Penn first arrived but it was never returned to 
him. 

On 11 May 1702/3 Francis Lovelace, Esquire to Albert Hendricks, 500 acres, recited 
patent to Albert Hendricks for the same tract which was found on resurvey to contain 
570 acres, patent date 11 March 1702/4. 

In 1697 Albert gave to his son James 100 acres (son James was about 30 years old then), 
Thomas Bright, Albert's son-in-law received or bought 64 acres; Caleb Pussey bought 60 
acres and 20 acres were transferred to John Bayles in 1692 for the use of the mill. 10 
June 1701 deeds of 50 acres to son John and 70 acres to son Albert Jr. This left Albertus 
with about 206 acres which he bequeathed to his son Tobias Hendricks dated 5 Jan 
1714/15. 
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- 


In 1686 Albert Hendricks was appointed by the court to supervise the construction of a 
horse bridge to Chester. On pages 110 of History of Delaware Co. Albert Hendricks was 
the first known constable of the area. Also Albert Hendrix and son Jacobus (James) 
appear on the tax list. Albert Hendrickson was a juror in 1681/82. 

There was included a inventory of his goods and land for his will. 

Will of Albertus Henrixson. I Albertus Hennrixson of the County of Chester in the 
Province of Penn. being aged and weak of body, but of perfect memory, and etc. 

Gives and bequeaths my whole plantation and estate to son Tobias Henrixson. 

Son Albertus Henrixon five pounds in money and stock. 

Sons James and Johannes Henrixon each five shillings. 

Grandson Albertus Steers five shillings. 

Three daughters, Elizabeth Bright, Isabel Vanammen and Katrin Harrod --- torn part of 
will. 

I give my grandaughter Helchey Henrixon - daughter of Tobias 20 pounds in money 
when she attains 21 years of age. 

Appoints son Tobias Henrixon and friend and neighbor John Shalhold my executors. 
Signed Albertus Hendrixon "A" his mark. Witnesses: David Wilson, Jonah Davenport 
and Jno Wright.

HENDRICK HENDRICKS(ON). From research and early 
records it would appear Hendrick is our ancestor who came here from 
Holland. While nothing definite has yet been established as to our rela- 
tionship to Hendrick, I am considering many of the facts found in Hen- 
dricksons of New York, New J ersey and Pennsylvania by M. McCon- 
nell, and I recommend the little pamphlet by Roberta Hendrix, The 
Hendrix Family of Mobile County Alabama. | feel certain a link will 
be found connecting us to Hendrick in the not too distant future, but 
until that time, I feel I will be ““borrowing’’ Hendrick Hendricks(on) 
as our first ancestor. According to material in the possession of Estyle 
Phillips, Box 89, RR 1, Elizabeth, Indiana 47117, Hendrick married 
Trintie in 1625. They had nine children, Albertus being No. 7. 


GENERATION 2 


ALBERTUS HENDRICKS(ON) (Hendrick), Passenger List 
from Yearbook of the Holland Society of New York, pp 21, 22, shows 
the arrival of Albert Hendricks and Elizabeth Hendricks, along with 
Jan Joosten (Van Meter), on August 31, 1662. We still do not have 
proof that this is our Albertus. Records contained herein will show our 
Albertus first in 1673 in the Chester County Court records, nine years 
before the arrival of William Penn. It is quite possible that we have 
confused our Albertus with the Albertus who took Oath of Allegiance 
in Bushwick, LI in 1687 at which time he stated he had been in this 
country about 25 years. Mr. Harry Macy, researcher from New York, 
points out that this could not be our Albertus who was definitely in 
Chester County during those years. 


Sources of proof on Hendrick and Albertus can be found in The 
Holland Society Year Book of New York, pp 159-166; Tepper- 
Immigrants to the Middle Colonies, p 39; Carl Boyer, 3rd — ship 
passenger list, p 129; Chester County Court House, Pennsylvania; Mr. 
Harry Macy of New York, and Mr. & Mrs. Wynne Paris of Swarthmore, 
Pennsylvania, all professional researchers; Sandra Mclntire of 
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Philadelphia, Reba Newell of St. Charles, Missouri and Estyle Phillips 
of Elizabeth, Indiana. Also bits and pieces from other sources which 
have helped give us our background for Albert. 


Albert Hendricks is mentioned as the first Dutchman to receive 
land from William Penn along the Delaware River. After 1694 Albert 
Hendricks became a member of the Society of Friends (Quaker) and 


some of his family remained with that faith well into the 1730’s and 
1740’s. 


In the back of this genealogy will be found a copy of the will 
of Albert Hendricks taken from Will Book B., p. 29, papers #24, Chester 
County, Pennsylvania and dated January 2, 1714 and probated 20 
November, 1715/16. This will and other documents show the follow- 
ing children born to Albert and his wife Elizabeth:

3 TOBIAS HENDRICKS (Albertus, Hendrick), settled at what 
is now known as Oyster Point, at the head of the Cumberland Valley, 
and about two miles west of Harrisburg. He was one of the Justices 
of Chester County in 1726. I have the following data on Tobias: History 
of Delaware County, PA — George Smith — p. 237 — Tobias, son 
of Albertus was in Delaware County in 1727. Also from 1886 History 
of Cumberland Co., PA — Warner and Beers — p. 276 — Tobias Hen- 
dricks had charge of Louther Manor and lived there, now East Penns- 
boro Twp. He was a son of Tobias Hendricks of Donegal. In a letter 
to John Harris, bearing the date of 13 May, 1727, Tobias Hendricks 
speaks of his father as ‘‘at Donegal’’ asking Mr. Harris to forward the 
letter. 


Capt. William Hendricks of Rev. War was a grandson of Tobias 
who was an Indian Trader and possibly first white settler in the valley. 
He located at what is known as Oyster Point, 2 miles west of Harrisburg. 
Tobias died here in 1739, leaving wife Catherine and children, Henry, 
Rebecca, Tobias, David, Abraham, Peter and Isaac. Capt. William Hen- 
dricks was probably the son of Henry who retained the old place. Capt. 
William Hendricks fell at Quebec and his remains are interred in same 
enclosure as those of General Montgomery. 

p. 278 — Camp Hill, located 2 miles west of Susquehanna River is noted 
as place where Tobias Hendricks had an Indian Reservation by 1750. 
p. 279 — Capt. James Hendricks of First Battalion in Co. Bouquet’s

p. 26 — East Pennsboro taxables 1762; Tobias Hendricks. 

p. 27 — Allen Twp; Isaac Hendricks. 

p. 47 — 1748 Tobias Hendricks, East Pennsborough Twp., was ap- 
pointed Lieutenant. 
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p. 59 — 11 July, 1757 four men were killed by Indians near Tobias 
Hendricks who had charge of Louther Manor, six miles from the Sus- 
quehanna in East Pennsborough. 

p. 261 — 1763 William Hendricks purchased lot #23 from Mr. Shippen. 
p. 238 — Hendricks had lived from 5 to 10 years ‘‘over the Susquehan- 
na’? when Lancaster County was organized in 1729. 


JAMES HENDRICKS (Albertus, Hendrick), was born c 1667 
and died after 1740. From History of York County, PA by Rupp 1845 
we find the following: 19 October, 1716, 1100 acres granted to James 
in Conestoga Twp., Lancaster County, Pennsylvania c 1726 to west 
side Susquehanna River with Son James, son J ohn and his wife. 19 
February, 1733, 200 acres granted a mile above Colorus Creek. James 
was an Indian trader, interpretor, searcher for mines and a leader in 
the Quaker community. He spoke five Indian languages. Deposition 
taken in 1740 stating that he was age 73. In 1731, James after obtain- 
ing consent of Indians was looking over land west of the river, his gun 
accidently went off, killing his son James, Jr. This prevented James 
from settling there. As of this writing no will or death record has been 
found for James Hendricks. James married Lucy Duckett, daughter 
of Thomas and Mary Barnard Duckett. Thomas and Mary were mar- 
ried at the Wiltshire Monthly Meeting in England in 1680. They lived 
in Swindon and had a son John born in 1681. In the back of this 
genealogy will be found more information on the Duckett family. Also 
a page from the History of York, County, PA giving details on John, 
James and Tobias, sons of James.

12 JOHN HENDRICKS (James, Albertus, Hendrick), was 
born c 1697 and died 21 January, 1769, York County, Pennsylvania. 
A copy of John’s will and other pertinent papers are included herein. 
Will dated 21 January, 1749 and probated same date. (It would appear 
that date of death here is wrong). 


John moved to Manchester Twp., York County, from Hellam 
Twp. In 1742 he sold land in Manchester Twp. and moved to Dover 
Twp. John married Rebecca Worley 30 February, 1718, Sadsbury, MM. 
Rebecca was the daughter of Francis Worley and Mary Brassey. Mary 
Brassey was the daughter of Thomas Brassey, one of the first purchasers 
at Philadelphia. Francis Worley was the son of Ann Stone Worley Pusey. 
Ann Stone Worley Pusey came to Pennsylvania with her husband Caleb 
Pusey and her two sons, Francis and Henry Worley, by her first hus- 
band, Henry Worley. They arrived in 1682 to operate the mill for 
William Penn. Caleb Pusey’s home has been restored and is maintain- 
ed as an historical site. I have at hand a copy of Carolyn Joy Worley’s 
300th Anniversary of Worleys in America which I recommend for those 
descendants interested in learning more about these illustrious ancestors 
who played such an important part in the settling of our country. Rebec- 
ca died before 1749.

10 JAMES HENDRICKS (John, James, Albertus, Hendrick), 
was born August 5, 1722 at York County, Pennsylvania and died 1795 
at Berkeley County, Virginia (now Jefferson County, West Virginia). 
A copy of his will is printed herein as well as other pertinent papers. 
Among those papers will be affidavit showing that James was Patriot 
during the American Revolution, and not a Colonel, a title he was given 
a few years ago in error. 


James came from York County, Pennsylvania to the province 
of Frederick County, Virginia between the years 1758 and 1760. James 
married Priscilla Pettit in 1742. Priscilla was born at Long Island, New 
York, August 5, 1725 and died at Berkeley County, Virginia after 1795. 
Priscilla was the daughter of James and Priscilla Darling Pettit. James 
Pettit and Priscilla Darling were re married 29 August, 1723, Newton, Long 
Island, New York. They moved from Long Island to York County, 
Pennsylvania where they were neighbors to the Hendricks. This is how 
Priscilla Pettit met her husband James Hendricks. The writer will point 
out here another error which has appeared many times in the spelling 
of the name PETTIT. Pabbit is the wrong spelling. My thanks to 
Thomas Gilpin Allen of Chicago, Illinois, who sent me a true photo 
copy of The Heir Book of James and Priscilla Hendricks listing the 
birth of each child. This photo copy will be found in the back along 
with a letter from Thomas Allen explaining how the misspelling of the 
Pettit name came about. Included also will be material sent me on the 
Pettit, Darling and Messenger ancestors whose contribution to the 
development of our country is found in many records of importance. 
I have found the task too great to research all the children of James 
and Priscilla Hendricks and will deal only with that line from which 
I am descended.

THOMAS PETTIT 


The following is a condensed run-down of the PETTIT family 
done by Reba Newell of Missouri. Reba has also given me the xerox 
copy of Wurtz Magna Charta on the PETTIT family which goes into 
detail and for which I am so grateful. Other researchers have been so 
generous with me. This from Mrs. Newell: 


Thomas Pettit’ born Wilford, England c 1609, died at home of 
daughter Mary, Newtown, Long Island October, 1668. Mary was given 
a small sum for ‘‘looking after’? Thomas. Son-in-law John Furman,

“Thomas Duckett of Schuylkill and Ruth Wood, widow of 
Richard Wood”’ were married on 28 J anuary, 1686/7, as was recorded 
by the Registrar General of the Province of Pennsylvania. (Penna. Ar- 
chives 2nd Series 8, page 7), after the Philadelphia Monthly Meeting 
of 31st of 10th month (Dec.) 1686 granted them permission to proceed 
on their declared intentions of marriage. His first wife, Mary Duckett, 
had died in 6th month, 1685. 

Thomas Duckett, a member for Philadelphia County in the Penn- 
sylvania Assembly 1686 and 1689, and of the Governor’s Council 1690 
(Penna. Archives 2 IX, 714 and 624), resided on his 56 acre tract on 
the west bank of Schuylkill River, with Friends burial ground on his 
northern property line. (Penna. Archives ser. 2. VOlAIo. 23 and 2 es 
Vol. 4, p 364), the site of the present 30th Street Station of the Penn- 
sylvania R. R. in West Philadelphia. At his house were held Friends 
Meetings alternately with those at Merion, Haverford, and Radnor, 
which comprised Havord Monthly Meeting (Retrospect of Early 
Quakerism, 1860, p 59). 
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Thomas Duckett’s certificate from Friends ‘‘Monthly Meeting 
held ye 4th day of the 4th month 1683 for the east parte of the County 
of \ Wilts’’, England, recommended ‘‘Our Friend Thomas Duckett and 
his wife (who are) arrived in Penna., but neglected to desire certificate 
before, that they are well known and of good report amongst us their 
neighbors’’. — Registrar of Haverford MM: transcripts in Collections 
of the Gen. Society, Pennsylvania. 

The certificate likewise recorded for ‘‘Mary Duckett, sister to 
Thomas Duckett who livith at Scoolkil Cricke near Philadelphia’’ in 
Pennsylvania, and is gone over unto him from London about a year 
agoe, being somewhat hurried in her mind concerning the journey, and 
also hearing that her mother lately was deceased”’ was given by Friends 
Meeting at Kingston-upon-Thames 10th day of Sth mo. 1685. — 
‘“‘Idem’’. She was evidently the Mary Duckett of Schoolkill, 
Philadelphia, Co., who married Samuel Bradway of Darby, Chester 
Co. on 30th of 9th mo. 1686 in public meeting of Friends at the house 
of Thomas Duckett of Skoolkill, aforesaid, the certificate of which was 
signed by Thomas Duckett, Jonathan Duckett, Thomas Bradshaw, Ruth 
Wood, and others. — ST Getta: 

Thomas Duckett’s mother, Jane Duckett, widow, was buried 
8th of 7th mo. 1683: his first wife Mary Duckett was buried 11th of 
6th mo. 1685; and their daughter Mary Duckett was buried 10th of 7th 
mo. 1684; all three ‘‘att Skoolkill Burying place West Side’’ of Schukill 
River.

Among the first settlers in the neighborhood of Philadelphia, 
was Thomas Duckett. Of his previous history I find no mention, but 
on the establishment of religious meetings here, he was soon active in 
those for discipline, and was, found labouring in word and doctrine. 
He took up land, west of the Schuykill, and a meeting for worship was 
held in his house; for a while, on every other First-day but in a few 
months on every First-day. 

He was much employed by his Friends on appointments in the 
discipline. In the Fourth month, 1683, we find him one of a committee 
appointed by Philadelphia Quarterly Meeting, to draw up a “‘brief ac- 
count of the good order of Truth,”’ or in other words the substance 
of the rules and regulations, constituting the discipline under which the 
meetings of Friends in England acted. 

From some of the minutes of Philadelphia Monthly Meeting, 
it would appear that he was a bricklayer by profession, as he was so 
employed in building the Centre meeting-house in Philadelphia, in 1686.

In that year he married, in Philadelphia, Ruth Wood, who appears to 
have been a serviceable women in religious Society, and doubtless was 
a help and comfort to him through life. 

Of his labours in the ministry we have but little account; yet he 
travelled as his Master led, preaching the gospel of the kingdom, in 
his Master’s authority, in many places. In the year 1689, in company 
with Paul Sanders, he visited the meetings of Maryland. Of their ser- 
vices no record probably remains. 

Thomas Duckett was, for several years, one of the Council of 
Pennsylvania, in which station he demeaned himself to the satisfaction 
of those he represented. In 1692 he was one of the ministering Friends, 
who signed the testimony against George Keith issued by that body, 
and in the Seventh month following, he was on of a committee appointed 
to answer two espistles from the Second-day Morning Meeting in Lon- 
don, which seemed disposed to blame Friends of Philadelphia for their 
honest testimony against the errors, in faith and practice, of that stub- 
born apostate. 

A concern for religious service in England, which had been felt 
by Thomas Duckett, now pressed more heavily upon him, and believ- 
ing that the Truth called for prompt action, he obtained the unity of 
his Friends of the Monthly Meeting in the Ninth month, and of his 
Quarterly Meeting in the Tenth month, and in company with Samuel 
Jennings and William Walker, soon after left his home. 

He visited, as was opened for it, many meetings in England and 
Ireland, being at the Yearly Meeting held at London, in 1694, where 
came George Keith, strong in the belief that he would either carry his 
own point, or rend the Society of Friends in pieces. But he signally failed. 
His false assertions being met by Samuel Jennings and Thomas Duckett, 
he became irritated, and manifested much passion and boisterous self- 
will. After a patient hearing, the Yearly Meeting condemned George, 
and upon turning to the many Friends with whom he expected to make 
a party, and rend the church, he found few of any weight or character, 
who gave him any countenance. Friends in England found the visit of 
the Pennsylvania Friends seasonable and serviceable. Several Friends, 
writing on behalf of the Second-day Morning Meeting to Arthur Cooke, 
Thomas Lloyd, &c., say, ‘‘Our Friends, Thomas Duckett and Samuel 
Jennings, their coming over with intention to serve Truth and Friends 
here, has been of real and acceptable services in divers respects, both 
to Friends in Pennsylvania, and here in England.’’ The same letter, after 
rehearsing the action of George Keith when he found the judgment 
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against him, adds, the following account of the disposition he 
manifested. 

“‘Indeed George Keith’s extreme passion, insolent and captious 
behavior is such, that he plainly manifests himself to be a degenerate 
man from the spirit and charity of a true Christian. For ought we know 
he hath now left us, and goes and preaches at the separate meeting, 
as we hear, and is followed by John Pennyman, Francis Bugg, Thomas 
Crisp, and other apostates. We know not of one weighty Friend he hath, 
that follows him in his separating; though many have been very kind 
to him, to have regained him to unity.”’ 

In the Tenth month, 1694, Thomas Duckett and Samuel Jenn- 
ings returned to Pennsylvania, accompanied by Robert Barrow and 
Robert Wardell, liberated by their Friends in England for religious ser- 
vice in America. 

In the Yearly Meeting of Philadelphia, Seventh month, 1695, 
Thomas Duckett was one of a committee appointed to prepare some 
minutes of advice for the use of its members, to be issued as an addi- 
tion to a paper of the previous year, entitled ‘‘A general Testimony 
against all looseness and vanity in youth and others, and also a cau- 
tion to all masters of families in Monthly and Quarterly Meetings, to 
answer their trust in these weighty matters, that the camp of the Lord 
may be kept clean.’’ 

The following are the additional advices: 

‘1st. That all who profess Truth, whether old or young, keep 
to plainness in apparel, — not wearing long lapped sleeves, and coats 
gathered at the sides, superfluous buttons, or broad ribbons about their 
hats, or great bushy periwigs. If any be necessitated to wear periwigs, 
let them be modest and suitable to the hair they had. Let all be careful 
about making, buying, selling or wearing striped or flowered stuff, as 
much as they can, — as also other useless and superfluous things. In 
order thereunto, leat all tailors, professing Truth, be dealt with and 
advised accordingly.”’ 

‘‘2ndly. That all superfluity and excess in building and furniture 
in houses be avoided for time to come.”’ 

‘‘3rdly. That none trade by sea or land beyond their ability, and 
that Friends keep in a word in their dealings as much as may be. If 
any are indebted abroad or at home, and answer not the same, that 
such be admonished thereof, and people, whether rich or poor, kept 
out of their just debts.’’ 
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‘4th. That such.as come late to meeting, or when there fall 
asleep, or be restless, and go forth, not staying the meeting, or other- 
wise demean themselves unbecoming the Truth, as soon as the meeting 
is over, be admonished thereof by such as shall be appointed to take 
care of such things.”’ 

“‘Sthly. That those appointed admonish masters and mistresses 
of families, and press them to be very careful and circumspect in their 
families, and several stations, places and concerns, to behave themselves 
in all things as becometh the Truth; that they may be good examples 
to all, and that they suppress all the contrary in those that’ be under 
their care, as much as in them lies; then things will be done with ease.”’ 

‘‘Lastly. It is our advice that two or more Friends men and 
women, out of their respective meetings, be, from time to time, chosen 
and appointed to see those things put in practice, and such as will not 
receive their admonition, make report thereof to the respective Mon- 
thly Meetings, to be there dealt withal as Friends in the wisdom of God 
shall see meet; that all things may be kept sweet and clean. Then the 
Lord will do us good, and bless us in all out undertakings.”’ 

After his return from Europe, we find Thomas Duckett, active 
and earnest in fulfilling the duties laid upon him by his Divine Master. 
In Monthly, in Quarterly, in Yearly, and in the various Select Meetings, 
few were more frequently appointed on weighty services. In the begin- 
ning of the year 1699, he visited Friends in New England, in part of 
which journey he had his old fellow traveller, Samuel Jennings, for a 
companion. He returned before the Yearly Meeting, but it was but to 
put his house in order, and to yield up his sanctified spirit unto Him 
who had chosen and qualified him for usefulness on earth, and who 
now called him to his eternal rest in heaven. A short sharp wrestle with 
the prevailing malignant fever, and then his early labor was over. 

The Yearly Meeting of the next year in its epistle to London Year- 
ly Meeting, say, ‘‘Friends, here away, through great mercy, are as well 
as formerly. Though it pleased the Lord last year to visit some of out 
parts with great mortality, in which fell many good and serviceable in- 
struments, the loss of whom we cannot but sensibly lament, yet we desire 
cheerfully to submit to the will of God who is all good and wise, — 
and who best knows how to dispose all things so as may conduce nost 
to his honour. It hath pleased Him to be entreated again, — to heal 
our land, and rebuke those uncommon distempers that so lately raged 
to our great affliction and sorrow. We offer to Him the contrition of 
our souls, the sacrifice of hearty praises and thanksgiving, imploring 
His divine assistance to (enable us) to improve these, and all other of 
His providences to us, to His glory and our comfort.”’ finis

John Worley made a will on December 21, 1603. In the will was 
named his wife, Alice, and their children: 1. Mary; 2. lice: 3. Henry; 
4. John; and 5. William. 

We are concerned with Henry Worley, the third born of John 
and Alice Worley. He made a will on May 16, 1662, in Parndon Coun- 
ty, Essex, England. In the will he named his wife, Anna Young, sister 
of. George Young, and their children: 1. Henry Worley, heir; 2. Daniel; 
3. Abraham; 4. Ann: and 5. Mary. 

Henry Worley, the heir and the first born of Henry Worley and 
Anna Young, died on December 14, 1674, of a fever, in Bishopgate, 
London, England. His widow, Ann Stone Worley, was the daughter 
of Henry Stone. Their children were: 1. Francis; 2. Henry; and 3. 
Elizabeth, who died on April 28, 1673, at age five weeks. 

After the death of her husband, Henry Worley, Ann Stone 
Worley married Caleb Pusey, on March 7, 1681. In the year 1682, Caleb 
Pusey, his wife, and the two Worley boys, Francis-and Henry, sailed 
to America. They were our first Worley ancestors in America. The fami- 
ly came in 1682, on the ship Welcome, Master Robert Greenway. They 
were a part of a group of people known as Quakers. In fact, Ann Stone 
Worley Pusey, Francis and Henry’s mother, served as a preacher in 
the Quaker Church. This is a recorded fact. 

Upon arriving in Chester, Pennsylvania, Caleb and Ann, pur- 
chased a grist and saw mill. The following year, 1683, Caleb Pusey built 
a brick house, which is still standing today and it is authentically 
recognized as the oldest Original dwelling in Pennsylvania. It is in the 

custody of the Delaware County Historical Society, at Chester, Penn- 
Sylvania, as a museum. A 1699 penny was found in the well when the 
house and grounds were restored. This house was the boyhood home 
of the two Worley boys. 

In 1682, Francis was about 12 years old and Henry was about 
10. Mrs. Pusey was expecting a child during this period. The baby died 
soon after their arrival in America. They had two more children — both 
daughters, who survived, born to them in America. Caleb Pusey was 
also a leader, having sat in the Indian Council. William Penn stayed 
in the Worley-Pusey home occasionally. 

Francis Worley became an Esquire and worked under Gover- 


nor Keith as a surveyor. This was recorded in the Provincial records. 
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Francis Worley was married to Mary Brassey, daughter of Thomas 
_Brassey, on February 3, 1693. Their marriage was recorded in the Swart- 
more Quaker Records. Thomas Brassey, father-in-law of F rancis 
Worley, was one of 12 Freemen who helped William Penn plan the new 
colony, while they were still in England. He came to America in 1682, 
with the same group of people, with whom the Puseys and Worleys 
had come. He sailed on the ship, Freeman, from Liverpool, England, 
Master George Southern. He was the head of the planning committee. 
He was called a first purchaser of 5,000 acres of land. Later he helped 
plan the city of Philadelphia. His wife was Ann Scott. 

Francis and Mary Brassey Worley’s children were: 1. Francis 
(who married Charity 1768); 2. Susanna; 3. Caleb (who married Rachel); 
4. Rebecca (who married John Hendricks); and 5. Brassey (who mar- 
ried Lurena ristopher). 

Francis who married Charity in 1768, had a son named James 
who married Abigail; James succeeded to part of the paternal estate 
and who’s home had the first Methodist Meeting. 

Francis Worley made a return visit to England and returned with 
William Penn in December, 1699, in time for Christmas. 

Henry Worley took up his trade as a miller, with his step-father, 
Caleb Pusey. He was married to Mary Vernon on October 25, 1699. 
This marriage was also recorded in the Swarthmore Quaker Records. 
Their children were: 1. Henry, believed to have gone to North Carolina, 
but since this is our line we know he went to Frederick County, Virginia; 
2. Nathine; 3. Ann (who married Henry Reynolds); and 4, Mary (who 
married Elisha Gotchell, J Ie); 


RICHARD DARLING 


Richard Darling first appears in Jamica, Long Island, New York, 
13 March, 1662. 

Richard was married to Abigail Messenger, daughter of Andrew 
Messenger who was one of the first settlers of Jamica in 1656. 

Andrew Messenger worked with his son-in-law Richard Darl- 
ing when they built the dwelling for the Presbyterian minister. Andrew 
referred to Richard as ‘‘son”’ in some records. 

1664 Abigail Messenger, ‘‘deserted wife of Richard Darling”’ re- 
quested a divorce from Richard and asked for permission to remarry. 
Richard having admitted to adultery and having abscounded...’’ 
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1676 Abigail Darling petitioned to the Court to be freed from 
corporal punishment. 

1680 Abigail Mills, Quodam (?) Darling, petitions the Court pray- 
ing for remission of fine for cohabiting with her present husband before 
marriage and presents certificate of court Jamica for her recent good 
behavior. 

(Abigal m #2 Zachariah Mills who was a brother to Susan Mills 
who married Samuel Messenger, brother of Abigail.) 


Children of Richard Darling and Abigail Messenger Darling: 
1. Thomas b c 1663, Jamica, Long Island, d 1697 in 


Elizabethtown, New Jersey. Married Mary . Thomas 
left Jamica about 1690. Mary was granted papers of ad- 
ministration of his estate. No children. His estate appraised 
28 December, 1697.

Samuel died between 1709 and 1711 at Jamica. His children:

Priscilla Darling m #2 Edward Burrows, son of Mary and Ed- 
ward Burroughs, Sr. After Edward Sr. death, Mary remarried and they 
moved to Mamnouth County, New Jersey. Mary mentions her grand- 
child ‘‘Hannah Darling”’ in her will. 

Edward Burrows died in Salem, New Jersey intestate 1729. His 
widow Priscilla was granted papers of administration. 

Priscilla Burrows married #3 Ebenezer Bower | May, 1730 in 
Salem, New Jersey. 

Richard Darling disappears from the records 1681, Jamica, Long 
Island. He was on tax list for property joining that of Zachariah Mills 
1681. No record that he remarried nor that he left Jamica after 1681. 
He does not appear in any of the other states after that date. 
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Dr. Davenport was associated with Caroline H. Crabtree, of 
North Ft. Myers, Florida, during the Dunker (Church of the Brethren) 
research. Mrs. Crabtree had urged Dr. Davenport to undertake this 
particular project for at least twenty years, but it was not until 
Dorothy N. Lloyd took up the cudgel in July, 1990, that he agreed 
to inquire into the Pennsylvania Hendricks enigma relative to the 
Westmoreland Co., Pa., Hendricks--and spurred and pushed by Mrs. 
Lloyd found himself immersed in and intrigued by the challenge of 
solving the Albertus problem--which he, currently, believes connects 
to Daniel Hendricks, Sr., father of Abraham Hendricks, Sr., Esq., 
of Westmoreland Co., Pa.

Line Appears to be Holland Dutch in Origin 


1. I deduce that Albertus Hendrickson, Sr.--the first, of Upland/Chester 
Co., Pa.-- was Holland Dutch on the basis that "Helchey", the granddaughter by 
son Tobias mentioned in Albertus' Will (5Jan1714/5), appears to be an angliacized 
version of the Holland Dutch feminine name Aeltje. The name would seem to be 
incongruous in a Swedish or German context, was likely the name of Albertus' 
wife--as others have suggested. 


Order of Sons of Albertus 


2. The order of sons in Albertus' family would appear to be James 
(Jacobus), John, Albert (Jr.), and Tobias. I will scope the daughters and put 
into a family order before I am done. 


Albertus possibly was estranged in some degree with all of his family except 
Tobias at the time of his death, for he cut off all others decisively in his 
Will. Five shillings was not a bequest--it was a legal estoppel of claims. This 
behavior by a dying father was not unusual, for son James was already committed 
to the Conestoga; son John was settled as a shipwright in Philadelphia; and son 
Albert, Jr., was then living in Salem County, West Jersey, across the Delaware 
River. In those days, younger sons who remained at home and helped their fathers 
in the declining years frequently were devised the farm.

3. When John Salkheld of Chester Co., the Quaker minister and one of the 
executors of Albertus Hendrickson's Will in 1714/5, made his own will 25Feb1733- 
/4, he devised "20 acres recently purchased of Tobias Hendricks" to his son 
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knew the German equivalent for "John," but the English-French name of "Joan" 
seemingly defeated him, for, according to the translators, it came out "Jone". 


Rev. Stoever travelled the early Pennsylvania, Maryland, and Virginia 
frontiers to serve Lutherans, but he was not adverse to performing ordinances, 
when requested for those not of his faith. There was always a parental concern 
about unbaptized, sickly infants and small children, and few ministers denied 
the ordinance of baptism, regardless of the parents' persuasion. Hence you will 
frequently find English and Scotch-Irish names in Lutheran and Reformed minis- 
terial records. Only the Moravians in their tightly closed society denied the 


I have not yet dug into the German aspects of the Hendricks, but I will 
do so shortly, once I have sorted out Chester County and the Conestoga, but I 
do know that there appears to be some over zealous embracing of German ancestry- 
-which did not exist in fact. Through frequent confusion, York County records 
inconsistently document German Henrys as Hendricks, Henrys as Heinrichs, Hein-

6. With two notable exceptions, the marriages within Albertus Hendrickson, 
Sr.'s family east of the Susquehannah appears to have been almost exclusively 
English and/or Quaker. West of the Susquehannah, and after 1740, there were more 
intermarriages with Germans, but the pattern remained predominantly English, 
although there was a falling away from the Quaker persuasion. Those Hendricks 
settled among the Scotch-Irish in what became Cumberland County after 1749, em- 
braced the Indian trade and in most part adopted the behavior and settlement 
characteristics of the Scotch-Irish, viz. those Hendricks of the Juniata, Yough- 
iogheny, Monongahela, and Allegheny waters. From Pennsylvania south the migra- 
tion pattern of Hendricks was primarily English and Episcopalian--if any religion 
was apparent, then half-German Mennonite/Dunker, with Only one identifiable 
Quaker--and he was cast out of fellowship in 1774,

7. The Albert Hendricks who died in Conestoga Twp., Lancaster Co., Pa., 
in mid-October 1732, and whose intestate estate was administered by Elizabeth 
Hendricks, presumably the widow, appears to have been Albertus, Jr., son of 
Albertus, Sr., who died in 1715. James "X" Hendricks, a brother, and John "x" 
Hendricks, a nephew--eldest son of James, were Elizabeth's securities on the 
administration bond. Andrew Cornish and David Jones appraised the estate. 


Of the nineteen persons who received payment in settlement of Albert Hend- 
ricks, Decd., estate, only three--Christian Breniman, Casper Lockman, and Joseph 
Stone--were German. Among the others were Thomas Baldwin (married to Helchey, 
daughter of James Hendricks) and John Postlethwaite (widower of Helchey, daughter 
of Tobias Hendricks) are identifiable but no other Hendricks are noted relative 
to the estate. Christian Brenniman and Joseph Stone, however, provide bench- 
marks to identify where Albert, Decd., was living relative to his brothers James 
and Tobias. James had moved to the west bank of the Susquehanna. Tobias had 
bought out James and was settled on the south side of Conestoga Creek, a mile 
or so from the Susquehannah. A 1760 quit claim deed (G:229) mentions a 1745 
patent to Ulrick Stouffer, 100 acres on Pequea Creek, cited bounding land owners 
as Christian Brenniman and Albertus Hendrickson. Two 1743/4 deeds, both wit- 
nessed by Joshua Low, from Joseph Stone identify the lands along Pequea creek 
as originally part of a larger tract granted Francis Worley. A David Worley, 
shoemaker, was living on part of the tract in 1760. 


This Albert Hendricks and his wife Elizabeth had been married for at least 
twenty-five years at the time of his death. If he had sons, none were born 
before 1705--according to extant tax lists. There was apparently no land in the 
estate--but the inventory suggests that Albert was a farmer. Among the few

I managed to do four days of Hendricks field work (I spent three days in 
Manhattan doing market /media research consultation to pay for it) during my trip 
to New Jersey over the Holidays. One day was spent in New Jersey libraries 
running down Catholic data; then two days at the Historical Society of York, 
Pennsylvania, working on various Hendricks’ related families; and then one day 
in Westmoreland County--at Ligonier looking around old cemeteries on a favorably 
balmy winter morning--and, finally, trying to run down SUTTONS at the Westmore- 
land County Historical Society at Greensburg in the afternoon. Where I found 
the various items of what follows will be apparent as I roll out this report. 


Progress was made in several directions--not all of it positive. I think 
it well to repeat--for the benefit of those who are not familiar with my way of 
doing genealogical research: NOTHING IS ABSOLUTE UNTIL THE FINAL REPORT IS 
Beet aera DOCUMENTATION IS PROVIDED. And, even then, it is always subject to 
new evidence. 


I made a major error in a NGSQ article in 1975 by citing a Pennsylvania 
Patent which documented that Jacob Pfautz was the eldest son of Hans Michael 
Pfautz, Sr. In my article, I arranged the Hans Michael, Sr., family to conform 
to that evidence, identifying the wrong Jacob because he was the only one old 
enough. Seven years later, I found the baptismal records of the family in 
Germany which proved that Hans Michael, Jr., was the eldest son. The truth was 
that Hans Michael, Jr., had abandoned his Lutheran faith to become a Dunker and 
was disowned by his father and the rest of the family--all of whom identified 
second son Jacob as the eldest son thereafter. They were not contested by Hans 
Michael, Jr., for Dunkers did not sue, even though under Pennsylvania law, dis- 
owned or not, eldest sons had specific land rights and virtually controlled dis- 
posal of lands where fathers died intestate (as Hans Michael, Sr., did). 


I know that most Hendricks/Etc Folk understand that we go with the best 
evidence--but we are all subject to error. I make no claims of infalibility. 


For simplification purposes, henceforth I shall use Hendricks/Etc to in- 
clude all variations of the surname: Hendrickson, Hendrixon, Hendricks, Hendrix, 
etc--as applied to the descendants of Albertus Hendrickson, Sr., 4.1715, Chester 
Co., Pa. Where there is a major variation (viz. Hendress, Henderson), the vari- 
ation will be identified in parens ().- 


Marilyn Coalla has called my attention to a given name error: In Report 
No. 1, I referred to the grandson of James Hendricks and Priscilla Pettit by son 
Thomas as Daniel; the correct name was James.

Anyone who has done Hendricks genealogy in Indiana knows that two-thirds 
of the Hendricks there--from 1882 on--claimed to be related in some manner to 
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We are digging. Joseph Thomas had only one child of his own--a natural daughter 
named Ruth Sing, who married John Hendrickson, brother of Adam Miller Hendricks, 
160ct1748. When Thomas died in 1748, the Widow Dorcas Thomas was bonded as 
adminstratix by Christopher Sutton and Adam Hendrickson. But I'm getting ahead 


of my story. 


Update on BOBB instead of GUGG _as Wife of David Hendricks 


The Historical Society of York has massive files on all surnames re 


lated 


to or associated with York County. There is no GUGG file. Recourse to BOBB in 
the card index, elicits a reference to the BUPP Family and to the PUPP/PAUF 
Family. Both of these families appear a8 BOBB in Eighteenth and early Nine- 
teenth Century. One of the major artifacts preserved by the Historical Society 
is the Eighteenth Century log cabin of BARNET BOBB, moved to and restored under 


cover at York. 


Hendricks/Etc folks are advised that BUPP is the derivation of the name 
used by those BOBBS who settled in Codorous and abounding Shrewsbury townships. 
PUPP, now PAUP, was the derivation used by those who settled next to the PETTITS 
in Dover Township. A BOBB (later PUPP, then PAUP) was a prother-in-law to the 
James Hendricks who married Priscilla Pettit and to the Rebecca Hendricks who 
married Thomas Pettit, all of Dover Twp., York Co., until James Hendricks moved 
to Virginia (now West Virginia) in mid-1762. Both James and Rebecca were child- 


ren of John Hendricks (son of James, son of Albertus) and Rebeckah Worley. 


The BUPP/PAUP/BOBB work papers, letters and clippings file at the Histor- 
ical Society was at least three inches thick, for the family largely remained 


in York County and still has a large representation among the populace.

Other than confirm that the PETTIT connection had been identified--it was, 
but solely from the PETTIT side--and search for the Margaret Bobb-David Hendricks 
connection (I found nothing, for the BUPPS/PAUPS have seemingly been uninter- 
ested in genealogy before the 1820s when the surnames seemingly became 
definitive), but I understand that four Pennsylvania BOBB / PUPP certification:

Pp ng an extended opportunity for the intermarriage of children--but 
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as I was to learn from subsequent research at York, the connection (allegedly) 
was closer than that. All those Linvilles in North Carolina, if the identifica- 
tion is correct, were of Hendricks blood. 


I say “allegedly” because I have not seen proofs or citations and the source 
appears to be grossly mistaken in his identification of both James, Sr., and 
James, Sr.'s daughter who married Thomas Baldwin, Jr.--although his identifica- 
tion of the Hendricks group relative to the 1716 Conestoga settlement agrees 
pea, with Pennsylvania Land Office records--the only source to my knowledge 
to do so. 


According to Aubrey H. Baldwin, Jr., Revised Baldwin Genealogy (Phila- 
delphia: Author, 1989), “Thomas [Baldwin] of Chester County," pp- 1-140, the 
LINVILLEs had a relationship to the BALDWINs quite similiar to the relationship 
that the WORLEYS had to the PUSEYS, and both the immigrant sires: Thomas Baldwin, 
Sr., and Caleb Pusey were blacksmiths. Caleb Pusey, you'll recall, married the 
widow Anne Stone Worley, mother of Francis and Henry Worley, in England and 
immigrated his family to Pennsylvania in 1682. We are all aware of the many 
relationships among the HENDRICKS and the WORLEYS--although they have not been 
well-defined in Pennsylvania, Virginia, or Tennessee. 


(As a curiosity item, did you know that the Blue Ball Tavern on the Great 
Road between York Town and Baltimore and a mile north of the Mason-Dixon Line, 
first operated by Adam Hendrix, youngest son of Adam Miller Hendricks, then by 
Joshua Low, was identified as "“Worleys Tavern" on an 1821 York County, Pa., map? 
This is the first Hendricks-Worley association found in Shrewsbury Twp. More 
coincidence? ) 


I do not find a similiar awareness among Hendricks/Etc of the relationship 
between the Baldwins, Linvilles, and Hendricks--although the marriage of Thomas 
Baldwin, Jr., to Helchey Hendricks has long been identified. Seemingly, at 
least in the sources I've consulted, no one has yet identified the Baldwin-Lin- 
ville-Hendricks triumvirate that provides explanation of relationships found in 
both Pennsylvania and North Carolina--and possibly, when we look more closely, 
in the Shenandoah Valley, too. 


The Thomas Baldwin Connection 


‘ According to the Baldwin Genealogy supra, Richard Linville, wife Mary Hart 

Linville, and sons: John, age 6; Thomas age 4, left Surrey County, England, and 
emigrated to Pennsylvania in 1683. At sea or shortly after arrival, Richard 
died, for in March, 1684, in Upland (now Chester), Pennsylvania, the widow Mary 
Linville married bachelor blacksmith Thomas Baldwin (Sr.) in the manner of 
Friends (Quakers). Thomas Baldwin, Jr., who married Helchey Hendricks, was their 
_ eldest child and son (being the first born of twin brothers) and was a half- 
_ brother to John and Thomas Linville--all had the same mother. 


Let's quote the Baldwin genealogy cited: 


[After John and Thomas Linville, being of age, joined their mother in 
selling their father's land in County Surrey, England...) 


"John Linvill used his patrimony to purchase 11 Jan 1700 a 
tract of 58 acres in Chichester Township, Chester County. He sold 
it in May 1704 to settle in Aston Township; and to marry about this 
time Ann Hendricks. Two sons were born in Aston: Thomas about 
1706, and William about 1710. The family removed in 1715 to western 
Chester County together with James Hendricks, Thomas Baldwin, Jr. 
his half-brother, and other Chester County neighbors to settle upon 
an 1100-acre tract on Conestoga Creek. Here other children were 
born to John and Ann, probably including a son named John. In 
October 1733 they sold their 220 acres on the Conestoga to John 
Postelthwaite, who soon established a tavern there. The Linvills 
then made their way down the Shenandoah Valley, Virginia, where in 
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1737 they were living on Linvill Creek in present Rockingham County. 
John died about 1750, either there or in Rowan County, North Caro- 
lina, where his children appear by 1747." [p. 3, bold face added) 


While the dates are fuzzy, James Hendricks by other evidence was born in 
1667. If he had married around age 20, he could well have been the father of 
a daughter Ann, in her mid-to-late teens, 1704-06. They married daughters off 
young in those days. It was not a Quaker wedding. Ann is not identified further 
by the Baldwins--nor elsewhere to my knowledge. Both the BALDWINs and the LIN- 
VILLEs were high profile Episcopalian otherwise--after the Baldwins had forsaken 
the Baptists--although there continued to be intermarriages with Quakers. 


(The correct spelling, according to present-day family members is LINVILL, 
no E. However, LINVILLE is the way the name is spelled in most documentation 
of the times--and will so be employed by me.) 


Baldwin Data Gets Specific--Identifies Wrong Hendricks 


No copyright restricting, I quote herewith most of what Aubrey H. Baldwin, 
Jr., included relative to Thomas Baldwin, Jr., because it contains so much Hend- 
ricks material--wrong or right. Understand that Aubrey revised and updated a 
genealogy done more than 100 years ago by Judge Charles Candee Baldwin and pub- 
lished as Baldwin Family Genealogy in five volumes. I have not found a copy of 
Judge Baldwin's original work yet, so I cannot sort out what belongs to the Judge 
and what belongs to the revisionist. Aubrey did not footnote or cite sources. 
From the established Hendricks viewpoint it would appear that Aubrey did not 
review (or regard) Hendricks genealogical identifications of the past thirty 
years. 


In the quote following the italics are mine and are used to call attention 
to differences with heretofore accepted Hendricks genealogy. Bold face is used 
to highlight the Hendricks presence. 


BALDWIN GENEALOGY REVISED, pp. 7-9. 

"2" THOMAS“, Thomas’, was born in Chester Township, Chester Co., Pa. 
26 Aug 1685, eldest of twin sons. He was apprenticed to a tailor, 
the occupation ascribed to him in later years. On 29 Jan 1714, he 
and Elthey Hendricks appeared in Chester Monthly Meeting and dec- 
lared their intention of marriage. They reappeared again on 26 Feb 
1714 and ‘passed meeting.’ The marriage took place in March, and 
Helchew Hendrickson for the women reported on 31 Mar 1714. The bride 
was the daughter of James and Lucy Hendricks, whose grandfather John 
Hendrickson was an early settler and member of the Swedish Colony 
on the Delaware River. 


"On 19 Aug 1716, James Hendricks had a survey for 1100 acres 
of land on Conestoga Creek in western Chester County (now Lancaster 
County), and in that year he and members of his family and friends 
settled upon the land. By division, James retained 300 acres for 
himself, and shared 200 acres each with his son John and Rebeckah 
(Worley) Hendricks; his son-in-law, Thomas and Elthey (Hendricks) 
Baldwin; John and Ann (Hendricks) Linvill, a half-brother of Thomas 
Baldwin; and Thomas and Elizabeth (Forseithe) Gale. Thomas received 
a patent from the Proprietary for his 200-acre share on 20 July 
1718. He appears thereafter from 1718 to 1726 as a tax payer in 
Chester County. His land lay on Conestoga Creek in Conestoga Town- 
ship, Lancaster County. 


"At the nearby ford on the creek, James Hendricks kept an 
ordinary. When his family and the Linvills moved beyond the Susque- 
hanna River, Thomas Baldwin petitioned the Court for permission to 
keep a public house, and at a Court held in Conestoga 4th day of 
November in the Third Year (1730) of His Majesty‘s Reign (George 
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é We have three recorded given names for Thomas Baldwin, Jr.'s wife, daughter 
of James Hendricks: Helchey, Elthey, and Hester. They are close enough to have 
yeen the same, given the spelling and clerical liberties taken in those days. 
Sut if Helchey Hendricks Baldwin spoke Swedish, she was a remarkable Frontier 
flendricks, for their antecedents were Holland Dutch.

I'm inclined to think that we've got some opportunistic association that 


| pastes together incompatible data, for only Andrew Hendrickson (probated Chester 


So., Pa., 17227), identified with the Swedish Lutheran Church (he was buried in

the James Hendricks, Sr., of Conestoga. John Hendrickson, Andrew's brother 
| (probated Chester Co., Pa., 1721), had but three sons: Andrew, John, and Israel. 


Who was the Ann Hendricks who allegedly married John Linville? Circum- 


_ptance suggests that she was a daughter of James Hendricks, Sr. of Albertus, 
fx., but Baldwin did not identify her as such. Or was she another daughter of 
‘Albertus who was not mentioned in his will? Marilyn Coalla has pointed out that 
‘Qlbertus had a daughter Margaret (80 identified in a bastardy action) who was 


not mentioned in that 1714 will.

I will, of course, obtain copies of the warrant and survey behind Robin- 
#on's 1733 patent and Middleton's 1740 patent on Pequea Creek. Likely Robinson's 
atent was based on Albert Hendricks, Jr.'s warrant for 200 acres “between the 
ad Settlemn't of Francis Worley at Octoraro and Robert Baker” obtained on 
pr1727 (Early Pennsylvania Land Records, 747 )- 


This is another example of the pitfalls in old Pennsylvania land records. 
ine mouth of Octoraro Creek on the Susquehanna was the benchmark for the early 
fivision line between Maryland and Pennsylvania--and was considerably south of 
rtus Hendricks’ Settlement. Neither Francis Worley nor Robert Baker had 

there. Robert Baker bounded David Jones on Pequea Creek (See Lancaster 
ads B:577 for provenance). 


If you want a spread of years to help you identify possible children of 
rtus, Jr., I estimate childbearing potential as 1704-1732--with Blizabeth 
married Carl Johns being the oldest daughter. They were married in 1721. 
bertus (?) was likely the eldest son--may have born as early as 1707. He 
sould not have shown up on a tax list until 1728 (age 21)--no tax lists (Chester 
Or Lancaster) are extant 1727-1750. Samuel was likely born cl1713-14--so0 there 
was room for several more, fore and aft of him. Any of Hendricks/Etc family 
searchers with other candidates or other thoughts about this family are welcome 
to jump in, to start putting family sheets together. 


Helchey, Daughter of Tobias, Sr., Was wife of John Postlethwaite 


When the patriarch Albertus Hendrickson, Sr., made his will on 5Janl1715 

Eleventh Month 1714) in Chester County, Pennsylvania, he singled out an apparent 
favorite: “I give to my granddaughter Helchey Henrixon, daughter to my son 
Tobias twenty pounds in money or stock when she attains to the age of twenty one 
years or marriage wheather shall first happen.” There was a Helchey Hendrickson- 
who reported for the Women of Chester Monthly Meeting (Quaker) on 31Mar1714 that 
the marriage of Helchey (as Elthey) Hendricks, daughter of James, Sr., to Thomas 
Baldwin had been orderly. This could not have been Tobias' daughter Helchey, 
who was still young and single, for single women of any age were not proper mes- 
sengers to report on marriages among the Friends. Helchey Hendricks Baldwin 
Obviously could not have been the Helchey Hendrickson who reported on the pro- 
‘priety of her own marriage--that was strictly taboo. Thus, there were possibly 
three different Helcheys--(the given name I identify as deriving from the Dutch 
feminine name Aeltje)--in Albertus, Sr.‘s family in 1714-1715. 


The notion expressed by earlier Hendricks scholars that Helchey was likely 
the name of Albertus, Sr.‘s wife--and the mother of his children--has merit. 
Logic suggests that the Helchey Hendrickson who reported on the Baldwin marriage 
was the grandmother. Grandmothers were eminently qualified to report on marr- 
fages among the Quakers. If so, Helchey, wife of Albertus, Sr., died between 
31Mar1714 and 5Janl714/15, for she is not mentioned in his will, nor is there 
any provision for an unnamed widow. 


On 30Apr1718, Hilchey (sic) Hendricks, Tobias Hendricks (Sr.], Henry 
Hendricks (of James), and James Hendricks (Sr.} signed the marriage certificate 
of John Hendricks, son of James, Sr., and Rebecca Worley, daughter of Francis, 
Sr., at Chester Monthly Meeting. Eight Worleys, Joshua Low, and John Wright also 
signed among the more than forty in attendance. This is the last specific Hend- 
ricks' identification of a Helchey--and there has been much speculation among 


family writers over the years concerning what happened to the apple of Albertus, 
S8r.'s eye. 


The evidence now indicates that Helchey was the first wife of John Postle- 
thwaite, tavernkeeper and Lancaster County public servant, and that she died 
c1730--based on the following facts and rationale: 
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31Mar1714 when she reported to the Chester Monthly Meeting (Society of 
Friends) that the marriage of her granddaughter Helchey, daughter of James, 
to Thomas Baldwin had been “orderly.” 


ar 1716 - Tax List: Chester County Taxables include: “Land on Conistogoe 
River"; James Hendricks, 300a.; John Hendricks, 200a. [father and eldest son 
in James’ family] (Hawbaker & Groff, 1716-1726 Chester County Tax Records, 


The Chester County List of Taxables, 1717, is lost. 


r 1718 - Tax List: Chester County Taxables included among the “Conistogoe 
English": James Hendricks, John Hendricks (Hawbaker & Groff) 


91718 - Marriage: John Hendricks and Rebecca Worley, both of Conestogoe, 
Chester County, at the Quaker Meeting House in Chester. Certificate signed 
by bridegroom as John "J" Hendricks; his father as James "JH" Hendricks; and 
three family members, all of whom inscribed their names: Tobias Hendricks, 

Henry Hendricks, Helchey Hendricks. Joshua Low was present, signed the certif- 
icate in the non-family section. (Chester Monthly Meeting Marriage Book, Cope 


Collection) 
At this time, James’ family was located on Conestoga Creek 50+ miles 


WNw of Chester. Tobias’ family was still located near Chester--he did not 
move to the Conestoga until late 1723. Helchey was Tobias’ daughter who 
shortly thereafter married John Postlethwaite. Henry was Tobias’ eldest 
gon, age 10, if he could write his name, he would have been allowed to sign 
the marriage certificate even though he might have been a boy. 


ear 1719 - Tax List: Chester County Taxables include among those in Conestogoe 
Township (two lists, on both): James Hendricks, John Hendricks, Albert 


Hendricks. (Hawbaker & Groff) 


Albert was Henry’s uncle who had his own settlement on Pequea Creek 
below the Mennonites and across from Francis Worley. 


(Conestoga Country, Chester County) 


ear 1720 - Tax List: Among those listed as Taxables in Conestogoe Twp.: James 
Hendricks and son [Henry a single man in first year as 4 taxable--at age 21]; 
John Hendricks, Albert Hendricks (Hawbaker & Groff) 


Henry of James has his own identity henceforth. His father James and 
his brother John are included in the data hereafter only if needed to iden- 


tify Henry. 

Year 1722 - Tax List: Among those listed as Taxables in West Conestogoe Twp 
(Donegal): Henry Henrickson [now a married man with own household]. (Hawbaker 
& Groff) 


Other Hendricks listed on Conestogoe Tax List in 1723 and 1724, but no 
Henry listed.

(YC General Quarter Sessions Docket, 1753) 


Janl1753 - Petition: Henry Hendricks and Henry Henrix among those residents of 
Shrewsbury and Fawn Twps. signing petition for road from Peach Bottom Ferry 
to York Town... (YC Minutes of Court of Quarter Sessions, January 1753) 


14Mar1753 - Warrant: Thomas Lawson of York County, 100a. including his improve- 
ment on the head branches of Deer Creek in Shrewsbury Twp., quit rents and 
interest from 1Mar1750 [date first claimed land). (HSY Land Records #3451) 


This was just north of Henry Hendricks of James also on Deer Creek. 


180ct1753 - Warrant: John Freeland of York County, 25a. in Shrewsbury Twp., 25a. 
including his improvement adjng William Lester on Lone Tree Branch [of Deer 
Creek?)}...interest and quit rents from 1Mar1745. (HSY Land Records #3453) 


This is the earliest documented settlement in what became by 1750 the 
Freeland-Lawson-Hendricks-Low settlement in the disputed area between Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland in the extreme south of Shrewsbury Township. All four 
families in the settlement came from Maryland, although Henry Hendricks and 
Hugh Low were originally Pennsylvanians. Until the late 1760s, this settle- 
ment was somewhat isolated, was English in its appearance and associated 
predominantly with Marylanders and the Scotch-Irish and Welsh to the east 
in Shrewsbury (Hopewell Township after 1768).

This was James, son of John Hendricks and Rebecca Worley, grandson of 
James, Sr., great-grandson of Albertus, Sr. He moved to Frederick Co., VA. 

The Henry Hendricks here was most likely 
James’ uncle, for Henry of Tobias, Sr., in deference to his pietistic 
associates likely would have declined to serve on a Grand Jury.

Arrived at Chester in 1718 


Chester Monthly Meeting, Pennsylvania: Joshua Low and wife Sarah were 
received at Chester MM on 30Junl1718, the certificate being endorsed by Hardshaw 
MM on 16Aug1715 and endorsed over to Chester by Flushing MM, Long Island, New 
York, on 6Marl1718. Joshua and Sarah were at Chester as early as 19Marl718 when 
_ they witnessed the marriage of Morris Reese and Sarah Butterfield at Chester MM. 
| On 30Apr1718, Joshua witnessed the marriage of John Hendricks, son of James, to 
Rebecca Worley. On 11Jun1719, Sarah witnessed the marriage of John Baldwin to 
Hannah Johnston. 


Joshua and Sarah were granted a certificate of removal from Chester MM to 
New Garden MM, Chester Co., Pa., on 26Decl726 and were received by New Garden 
on 25Mar1727. 


On 8May1728, at a marriage under the care of New Garden MM, Joshua Low and 
Sarah Low were among the witnesses of the vows of Elizabeth Wright, daughter of 
_ John Wright of Hempfield Twp., Chester (now Lancaster) Co., and Samuel Taylor 
_ of Tinnicum Twp., Chester Co., at Samuel Blunston's house at Hempfield. Among 
_ other witnesses were John Hendricks, his wife Rebecca Hendricks (nee Worley), 
Tobias Hendricks, Andrew Cornish, John Postlethwaite, and Mary Cartlidge. 


When Sadsbury MM, Lancaster Co., Pa., was set off from New Garden MM (loc- 
ated in Chester Co.) in 1737, Joshua and Sarah were charter members, for they 
already lived in the new MM area and did not require certificates of removal. 


Mrs. Speers reports that she was only able to find one child of Joshua and 
Sarah Low: a son Samuel, born in Lancashire, England, on 29Janl1713/4. (If Samuel 
survived, he has not been found in Pennsylvania records.}] No Low children were 
recorded at Chester MM, at New Garden MM, or among the Sadsbury MM births and 
_ deaths. The Sadsbury Minutes are still to be read. Yet the Lows were Quakers 
in good standing, for Joshua witnessed the marriage of Joseph Miller and Jane 
Kirk at Sadsbury in 1738. John Low witnessed the marriage of Thomas Berry and 
Margaret McClung there on 8Feb1747/8. In May, 1751, Sarah witnessed the marriage 
of Caleb Jackson and Ann Griffith. In Sepl1751 John Parks married [{Sarah] Jane 
Low [widow of John, son of Joshua], daughter of Hattil Varman. 


There are a number of Low items in Warrington (first Pennsylvania MM west 
of the Susquehanna), but all of these concern Joshua and Caleb Low, sons of 
| Joshua, Sr., and Sarah Low (nee Fell), and will be dealt with when we consider 
the Manchester Twp., York Co., Pa., Hendricks/Low association. 


J ua Ss ohn Died in April, 1748 


John Low, son of Joshua, died in Lancaster Co., Pa., Aprl1748. The Inven- 
tory of John Low. Decd., was taken by James Smith and George Mendenhall on 20Apr- 
1748, and included “an assignment on a bond of Samuel Turner's by Joshua Low, 
his father." The administration of John Low, Decd., was granted to Sarah Low 
{nee Varman}, his widow, on 23Apr1748, with bond for L146 by James Smith and 
Joshua Low (Jr.], witnessed by Abigail Varman, James Smith. 


Sarah, wife of Joshua [(Sr.] was administrating an estate at the same time, 
for Joshua Low (Sr.} had himself died. The Inventory of the Estate of Joshua 
Low, late of Hempfield Twp., Lancaster Co., Pa., was taken on 24Apr1748 [the day 
after Sarah Low (nee Varman) obtained Administration of John] by James Wright 
and Robert Barber. On 11May1748, Sarah Low and her son Joshua Low posted a L200 

| administration bond for Joshua [Sr.]'‘'s estate, secured by Joshua Low and George 

_ Gibson--with Thomas Cookson and James Smith witnessing. (The Low administrations 
are among the loose papers in the pre-1750 Lancaster County Archives at the Lan- 
caster Historical Society.)

I think we we can now tie-off a few loose ends: 


1. The known children of Joshua Low, Sr., were Samuel, John, Joshua, 
Caleb, and Hannah, who (by 1762) was married to a Hendricks and 
had a number of children. Likely there were other daughters. 


2. Because of the ages involved and the composition of this Low 
Family, there appears to be no Low wife for Henry Hendricks, son 
of James Hendricks, therein. There was no unidentifed (or un- 
taken) sister of Joshua Low for Henry to have Married. Any 
daughters of either John Low or Joshua Low, sons of Hugh and 
Hannah, would have been much too young for Henry. There was a 
close connection between Henry Hendricks of James and Hugh Low 
of Hugh, but we still have not identified its nature. 


3. These Lows had no connection this side of the Atlantic to John 
Lowe and his son William, who were related by marriage to Thomas 


mid-1730s, John Lowe and William Lowe, led by Cresap, were asso- 
ciated with John Hendricks (of whom more to follow), son of James 
Hendricks, Sr., in a number of incidents calculated to give Mary- 
land claim to Pennsylvania land. We can now put the historical 


confusion between the peaceful Quaker Lows and the murderous 
Maryland Lowes safely to rest.

NARRATIVE: Best research indicates that Albertus emigrated to 
America on board the ship Gulden Arent (Golden Eagle), which sailed 
from Leyden, Holland to Pennsylvania on the Delaware River, arriving 
5 February 1662. Albertus was an indentured servant to Joost de la 
Grange. (For details of Joost and his arrival in America, his 
entourage, and his land disputes, see Davenport p.150). After Joost’s 
death, his widow married an Englishman, Andrew Carr who became 
Albert’s employer. Carr lost his property in a lawsuit (1673) to 
Armegot Printz Papagoja, and Albert, “the husbandman” was ordered 
to perform his duties for her. 
After serving his indenture, Albertus is recorded as buying and 
selling property, serving as a juror, constructing buildings, bridges, 
roads, etc. His main occuaption seems to be have been as a cooper, a 
maker of water-proof barrels.

Albertus Hendricks married Aeltje (Helchey) about 1664. She was born about 1645 and 
died March 31, 1714.

Albertus and Aeltje had seven children, the fourth one being Johannes “John”. Albertus 
will was made November 5, 1714 in Chester County, PA.

Thomas Hendricks was born November 01, 1737 in Sheperstown, Berkley County, 
Virginia; and died November 21, 1823, in Elk Garden, Russell County, Virginia. He 
married Sarah Van Hook February 02, 1758 in Orange County, North Carolina, daughter 
of Arent Van Hook and Catherine Balck. She was born August 30, 1740 in Russell 
County, Virginia, and died October 11, 1813 in Elk Garden, Russell County, Virginia.

"|. Albertus Hendricks’ origins. You will recall, back in 1989, when we 
first corresponded, I was chasing the theory that Albertus might have been 
Swedish because of the plethora of Swedish Hendrickssons in the vicinity. As 
I then pointed out, Albertus Hendricks’ plantation was acquired from Jons 
Gustafsson and adjoined property patented to John Hendricksson, who later 
moved to Penns Neck, where he became progenitor of the Bilderbeck family 
that included a grandson named Albert Bildrebeck. However, I, too am now 
thoroughly convinced that Albertus Hendricks was not Swedish. He was 
never connected with the Swedish churches; his children were connected only 
on a casual basis, if at all; and most of them married wives with Dutch or 
English background. 


"I am now convinced that Albertus Hendricks came to the Delaware as 
a servant for Joost de la Grange from Leyden, the Netherlands. Joost de la 
Grange cam to the Delaware with ‘his wife, three children, six servants, and 
two maids,' all of who were aboard the Gulden Arent on 5 Feb 1662. On 29 
May 1662, Armegot Printz, wife of Johan Papegoja, sold her father, Johan 
Printz' Tinicum Island (patented to Printz by Queen Christina) to Joost de la 
Grange for 6,000 guilders. Printz’ plantation, previously known as Pritnhof, 
was renamed "New Leyden" by de la Grange. Having successfully sold her 
father's land, Armegot Printz sailed to Europe, collecting 2,000 guilders from

de la Grange's bankers in Amsterdam on 31 July 1662. But, subsequent bills 
of exchange were dishonored. Joost de la Grange died and his widow 
Margaret married an Englishman Andrew Carr, who was granted a patent for 
Tinicum Island by Governor Francis Lovelace of New York on 1 Oct 1669. 
Armegot Printz then came back to America to collect the money due her or 
else claim Tinicum Island. On 8 March 1671/2 she filed a petition in the New 
Castle Court, noting that Andrew Carr and his wife were planning to leave for 
Holland and praying that Carr be required to pay the balance of 3,00 guilders 
outstanding or else forfeit Tinicum Island to her. The case was referred to the 
New York Court of Assizes where, on 14 Oct 1672 Armegot Printz Papagoja 
was awarded judgement for the unpaid principal, costs of suit and damages. 
On 23 Apr 1673, Peter Alrichs, William Tom, Walter Wharton, and Edmond 
Cantwell took an inventory of Tinicum Island, finding that its total value 
(2145 guilders, Holland money) was less than the judgement that Armegot 
Printz had obtained. At the end of this inventory was the following notation: 


"Memorandum that Albert (who is the husbandman) is to perform his 
condition formerly made with Mr. Andrew Carr to Jufroe Popegay (Mrs. 
Papegoja). 


"From my analysis of all extant records of the Delaware prior to the 
Quaker invasion of 1681-82, I have found only one person named Albert, 
namely Albertus Hendricks. This must be a reference to him. Assuming this 
to be true, it would appear to me that Albertus Hendricks initially was an 
indentured servant for Joost de la Grange and that, after Andrew Carr married 
de la Grange's widow, he became an indentured servant for Carr, finishing out 
his term in the services of Armegot Printz, as a result of her judgement against 
Carr. Armegot Printz had her own plantation at Printztorp, southwest of 
Upland (Chester) Creek, granted by Governor Peter Stuyvesant of New 
Netherland, 28 Aug 1656. This was not far from the lands which Albertus 


Hendricks later purchased from Jon Gustafsson." 

Dr. Craig did not address the question; it can be deduced that Albertus 
arrived in the American Colonies a single person. He married Aeltje 
(Anglicized to Helchey), one of the maids, during his indenture or contract 


period. This is discerned from the birth of their oldest son Jacobus (later 
legally changed to James) in 1667. 


It can be deduced from well-documented history that Albertus arrived in 
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the New Netherland Colonies and was settled in the area around the Delaware 
River. Subsequently, this area was ceded to the Penn Colonies, which is now 
known as Pennsylvania. 


1.Validating documentation citations have been purposely omitted to allow Dr. Craig to publish at his 
leisure. The research is comprehensive, thoroughly documented, and the analysis could only have been 
done one of his vast knowledge of the area.
